Shortly afterward it was an-

Sud- 
denly, on January 6, however, it 
became known that the condition 
of the venerable churchman had 
taken a turn for the worse. It was 
with difficulty that he was able to 
assimilate food. He began to 
weaken, but his robust constitution 
and faith aided him to hold out,

Philadelphia, Jan. 23 (By A. P.). 
Anthracite miners and operators 
will meet again in joint conference 
in a few days for another battle to 
end the long coal strike. 

The meeting will be held at the 
request of John L. Lewis, president 
of the United Mine Workers, but 
the operators already have served 
notice that the plan on which the 
call for further conference is based 
is fundamentally unsound and does 
not afford a satisfactory basis for 
a contract. 

The call 


for the meeting is to 
be issued from Hazleton, Pa., by 
Alvan Merkle, chairman of the 
joint conference of operators and 
miners. Many interests, it was said, 
had to be consulted before the time 
and place could be fixed. The con- 
ference probably ‘will be held in 
New York next week. President 
Lewis suggested any coal region 
city or New York, as the operators 
preferred. 

The request for the meeting was 
made by Mr. Lewis in a letter to 
Mr. Markle early in the day in 
which he stated that both W. W. 
Inglis, chairman of the operators’ 
negotiating committee, and the 
miners had accepted “in principle’’ 
the plan offered by E. J. Lynett, 
publisher of the Scranton Times. 

Mr. Lewis notified Mr. Markle 
the miners would move that 
the cOnference be open to the pub- 
lic press because of ‘‘many mis- 
leading statements as to what ac- 
tually transpired in the recent con- 
ference in.

The only difference between hard 
and soft coal, said Senator Reed, is 
in fuel value and “the smoke. 

There is plenty of high grad 
coal in the Pennsylvania and Fair 
mount fields at from $2.40 to $5 a 
ton, he and Senator Neely declared, 
but “it is not of the smokeless 
variety. 

“This city always has a large 
number of cases of pneumonia and 
deaths therefrom in January,”’ said 
Dr. Fowler. “But this year the 
number of cases and the death rate 
are unusually high. In 23 days 
there have been 292 cases reported 
and 102 persons have died of the 
disease. 

“The gases resulting from com- 
bustion of soft coal and fuel sub- 
stitutes in the home unquestionably 
react on the membranes of the res- 
piratory tract in such a way as to 
lower resistance to diseases like 
pneumonia. 

‘‘Homes insufficiently RWeated 
have the same effect and, while I 
have no large body of statistics to 
prove my contention, my inspectors 
have found house after house where 
fuel has been saved on account of 
the high price, which makes it im- 
possible for persons to afford to 
burn ‘enough of it, with a result 
that living quarters are not warm 
enough for health.’

FRONT BEING CHANGED 


Underpinning Work Largest)? 


of Kind Here Since That 


of Monument. 


The Inter-Ocean building, 512 
Ninth street northwest, is undergo- 
ing a change of front said to be the 
largest undertaking of its kind 
since the underpinning of the 
Washington monument. The building 


was actually raised a fraction of an 
inch in the process without a crack. 

The 9-story building, more than 
100 feet high, for years was occu- 
pied by the Julius Lansburgh Furni- 
ture Co. The task in detail involves 
the removal of a Gothic-arched front 
from the first two stories, and in- 
sertion of two six-ton plate girdérs, 
supporting the whole structure and 
spanning the entire front. The 
building, one of the tallest in the 
District, is a massive one, and it is 
estimated that the front, being sup- 
ported by the girders, weighs more 
than 300 tons. While the structural 
changes are being made, a _ nine- 
story steel stairway is being re- 
moved from the center of the build- 
ing to the rear. 

The building is owned by R. B. 
Behrend and the work described is 
being done by R. E. Morrison, ereéct- 
ing contractor, 1324 £Thirtieth 
street northwest.

Four chief obstacles, all held def- 
initely surmountable, were out- 
lined. The first lay in lack of defi- 
nite status and governmental con- 
trol for airfcraft, and the second 
in lack of governmental policy 
shaped to encourage aerial enter- 
prise by independent organizers. 
Lack of craft entirely fit for the 
endeavor, and incident lack of pub- 
lic support, were likewise cited.

Congress was urged to enact leg- 
islation dealing with civil aero- 
nautics and to equip the Commerce 
Department for rendering aids to 
air navigation in ways akin to those 
it now renders for maritime and 
river navigation.

Weather Bureau Plans 
Wider Use of Airplanes

Wider use of the airplane for 
weather bureau activities and cur- 
tailment of the activities of a num- 
bes of ground stations is contem- 
plated by the United States weather 
bureau. 

Plans of the bureau were out- 
lined in hearings before the House 
agricultural appropriations sub- 
committee, which were made public 
with the report to the House vyes- 
terday of the annual agriculture 
supply bill. 

Charles F. Marvin, chief of the 
bureau. in testingpny before the 
committee, said he believed the re- 
port of the President’s air board 
furnished a ‘‘basis for constructive 
legislation’’ in the development of 
an aerological service to meet all 
needs. 

Although the appropriation for 
the bureau for the next fiscal year 
is $178,000 above current funds, 
Mr. Marvin explained, a large part 
of the increase was to meet higher 
costs of telegraphic service and to 
eare for this the bureau’ had 
planned to make some reduction in 
field stations. 

“The effect,’’ he said, ‘‘will be 
to arouse some resentment from the 
communities where these stations 
are cut off. They do serve impor- 
tant local interests, but we are 
undertaking to make that curtail- 
ment as a contribution to the econ- 
omy program.”

The Gasque bill for election of a 
board of education was disapproved 
in its entirety by the Federation of 
Civic Associations at a meeting in 
the board room at the District 
building Friday night.

Dr. George H. Richardson stated 
that in his opinion the provisions 
of the bill were too narrow to per- 
mit an expression of the will of the 
whole body politic on matters per- 
taining to the schools. The motion 
for disapproval was made by W. 
H. Lewis, jr., president of the Gar- 
field Civic association, who said 
that the bill sought to separate the 
races in an election, at the same 
time giving to negroes no province 
in selection of school sites, in busi-

7 'Woman Carries Saws Hidden 


in Package to Inmate, 
and Bart RESINS. 


‘MISDEEDS OF FEW BRING 
PUNISHMENT TO MANY 


‘Rule Has Stood for Three 
Years and Will Likely 
Be Continued. 


It is ‘“‘Yes, we have no bananas” 
at the District jail, at Nineteenth 
and C streets southeast. The in- 
mates of the jail can lean back in 
their cells and sing this song with 
all the vehemence their lungs can 
command. They really can’t have 
any bananas. And there is a reason 
for it. 

About three years ago, shortly be- 
fore the famous ‘‘banana’’ song 
came out, a very meek and unob- 
trusive woman came to the jail 
with a large, heavily laden paper 
bag under her arms. She had just 
a few bananas for one of the pris- 
oners who was unusually fond of 
the tropical fruit. 

The jail guards received her as 
they do dozens of visitors every 
day. They treated her with the 
courtesy they show visitors. They 
accepted her package of bananas 
in the same unsuspecting way, with 
promise of unconditional delivery, 
as up to that time they had ac- 
cepted all packages of bananas for 
prisoners. They delivered’ the 
bananas untouched and intact. 


Escape of Two Frustrated. 


About two days later one of the 
guards was standing in the rotunda 
of the jail. By chance he happened 

to see twc of the prisoners in a 
| cell in the far end of the southern 
'Or criminal wing working at the 
steel netting which incloses' the 
cells. He summoned another guard. 
They arrived just in time to prevent 
their escape. They had already 
sawed the heavy bars and rods of 
the cell in two. The saws had been 
secreted in the bananas. 

Before being hidden in the fruit 
the fine steel saws had been severed 
in two. The prisoners waited until 
they obtained a piece of old broom 
handle. They sawed the broom 
handle lengthwise until they could 
fasten the saw in it. 

That is the reason therefore that 
| the inmates of the jail have always 
| been able to sing the famous ‘‘bana- 
(na’’ song with a particular signifi- 
cance. There are few better in- 
‘Stances in the world where one 
man’s deed falls on the head of an- 
other than this self-same act at the 
District jail. The prisoners of the 
jail haven’t been able to receive. ba- 
nanas in three years because two 
prisoners tried this stunt. 

That is the reason also that, 
when a woman called Maj. W. L. 
Peake, superintendent, on the 
phone yesterday and asked if she 
could bring one of her relatives, a 
prisoner, bananas, Maj. Peake re-

Col. E. M. House, “‘mystery 
man’”’ of the world war and confi- 
dential adviser to President Wilson 
throughout that trying period, has 
at last broken silence. 

Ih his confidential diary and in- 
timate papers, the first of which 
will be published exclusively in 
Washington next Sunday in The 
Washington Post. the man who 
had empires guessing discloses se- 
crets thet have, up to th@ present, 
been carefully guarded. He an- 
swers questions that have been 
asked by thousands of Americans 
and which, until these papers are 
made public, have never been satis- 
factorily answered. 

Col. House takes his audience be- 
hind the curtains which shrouded 
the world war. He tells intimate 
details of the lives of prominent 
men, both Americans and foreign- 
ers. He gives inside history of po- 
litical happenings which have hith- 
erto been unknown quantities to 
the American public. He _ settles 
questions which are still agitating 
many sections of the United States. 


New View of Wilson. 


Col. House has a new outline of 
Woodrow Wilson and the war Pres- 
ident’s attitude on the League of 
Nations. 

The history of Col. House, who 
admittedly was one of the pictur- 
esque figures of the world war, 
dates baek to the days immediately 
following the civil war. His play- 
things were pistols and rifles; his 
games were those of the war just 
then ended, and the quiet man who 
moved so unobtrusively among the 
world’s greatest is a noted gunman 
and pistol shot due to his early 
training. 

In these papers, the colonel tells 
of his early life.

assertion that the law restricting 
British rubber exports would be 
found, in the long run, to have op- 
erated for the benefit not only of 
the planters, but also’for the con- 
sumers, was given today by Sir 
Esme Howard, British Ambassador 
to Washington, addressing the Ad- 
vertising club. 

The Ambassador iilustrated the 
situation resulting from passage of 
restrictive legislation by the prin- 
cipal British rubber’ producing 
states, Malaya and Ceylon, with a 
picture of his own financially disas- 
trous experience as a rubber pi- 
oneer, 30 years ago. 

“But for these same planters who 
risked their time and their money, 
as I did,’”’ he said, ‘‘when the whole 
business was in a purely experi- 
mental stage, prices might now be 
at $8, $4 or $5 a pound if the 
consumer had to rely on wild rub- 
ber. I really think that, talking 
all things into account, the con- 
sumer owes some debt of gratitude 
to these pioneers without whose 
foresight, energy and initiative he 
would now undoubtedly be paying 
infinitely more with no prospects 
of an early reduction when restric- 
tions are removed and 100 per 
cent of standard production is re- 
leased on February 1.” 


Year’s Average is 73 Cents, 


The Ambassador said that while 
crude rubber prices touched ex- 
ceedingly high levels for a few 
months last year, the average for 
the whole year was 73 cents a 
pound, with the average .for the 
last five years being between 32 
and 33 cents. 

“Neither the government of Great 
Britain nor that of the Straits Set- 
tlements get anything out of it (the 
restrictive act) except in so far as 
increased prosperity increases rev- 
enue derived from ordinary taxa- 
tion,’’ the Ambassador continued. 
“Further, 
natory nor aimed at the American 
consumer, for the British consumer 
all over the world pays just as much 
as the American, and, incidentally, 
seems not to be objecting to do- 
ing 50. 

“In these circumstances I hope 
you will agree with me that the 
words extortion, holdups, gouging 
&c., which have been frequently 
used in this connection, are, to put 
it mildly, as Mark Twain said of 
the reports of his own death, per- 
haps a trifle exaggerated. 


Some Monopolies Helpful. 


“fam quite willing to agree that 
monopolies in raw materials exer- 
cised by government action are, 
generally speaking, a misfortune, 
and likely to lead to international 
friction; but there may be cases 
which are exceptions and require 
exceptional treatment. There may 
be times when the government may 
have to legalize arrangements to 
save an industry temporarily 
threatened, which is of importance 
not only to the country of that in- 
dustry but also ultimately to the 
world at large.” 

The Ambassador described the 
economic improvement in Great 
Britain since the signing of the Lo- 
carno security pacts, and added: 

“The situation is still serious 
enough, but despite-the forebod- 
ings I believe that England will, 
as before, adapt herself to the re- 
quirements of the moment and win 
through accordingly.”’

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Chicago, Jan. 23 (By A. P.). 
Dr. Adolf Meyer, Johns Hopkins 
university psychiatrist, today voiced 
the disapproval of court procedure 
“with its unscientific alignment of 
experts’’ which prompted him to re- 
fuse to testify in the Leopold-Loeb 
trial. 

Addressing 1,000 Chicagoans, in- 
cluding prominent judges, at a 
gathering called by the Friends In- 
stitute of Juvenile Research, Dr. 
Meyer predicted that children who 
had benefited by juvenile courts 
would grow up to discountenance 
the ‘unscientific methods’’ out- 
grown in juvenile procedure, but 
retained in the trial of adults. ° 
“Something momentous, the be- 
ginning of a new era, has grown up 
under our eyes,”’ he said, ‘‘in the 
juvenile courts the method of in- 
quiry has been substituted for re- 
taliation and mere deterrences.”’ 
Dr. Meyer characterized law as 
the most conservative field outside 
religion, and as preoccupied with 
precedent, he ascribed to it a tra- 
ditional tendency to place men at 
the mercy of the chance utterances 
of perplexed witnesses and to treat 
itself as not open to the checking 
up of experiment. 

It had come to be regarded, he 
said, as @ loophole of escape from 
facts rather than a means of getting 
at the facts. He hoped juvenile 
court procedure ‘‘may be a source 
of inspiration in all law.” 

“The exciting game of capturing 
and executing criminals,’’ said Pres- 
ident William Allen Neilson, presi- 
dent of Smith college, “is a losing 
game for the forces of law and or- 
der, nine times owt of ten. Mean- 
while childish peculiarities are 
growing up into criminal tenden- 
cies. Engage in the game of pre- 
ventive medicine.”’ 

‘Man is ready for his biggest 
task, comprehending himself,’’ Dr. 
Meyer said in summing up, “but 
there is great need to de-bunk the 
terrible eruption of ‘psychologies’ 
of all kinds.’’

John Poole Announces Forma- 
tion of $10,000,000 In- 
vestment Concern.

New Company will Have the 
same Officers; To Be Housed 
in Bank’s Headquarters.

“Not one cent of the surplus fund 
or undivided profits of the bank 
will be used to further the new 
project,’’ said John Poole, president 
of the Federal-American National 
Bank, yesterday in announcing the 
organization of a $10,000,000 se- 
curities corporation by interests 
identified with the bank. 

The new company will have an 
authorized capital of preferred 
stock of 100,000 shares, par walue 
$100, and of 12,000 or 16,000 
Shares of common stock, no par 
value. 

Common stock in the corporation 
will be issued as a stock dividend 
to the present shareholders of the 
Federal-American National Bank at 
the rate of 1 share for cach share 
now held, the total issuc fo be 12,- 
000 or 16,000 shares, depending 
upon whether action is taken prior 
to or following the proposed in- 
ereases in capital stock of the bank, 
recently announced. 

The capital structure of the bank 
will in no way be affected by the 
formation of the securities corpora- 
tion, it was pointed out by Mr. 
Poole, although the corporation will 
come into possession of the proper- 
ty at 1317 F street northwest, now 
occupied by the bank, and one of 
the first functions of the new com- 
pany will be the development of the 
building to its fullest investment 
value. 

Subsequent to taking possession 
of the F street bank building, it is 
proposed that the company will is- 
sue a substantial amount of pre- 
ferred stock, which will constitute 
working capital with which to carry 
on such finance activities as the 
Management may approve. 

Functions of the new corporation 
will be broad, permitting of a gen- 
eral finance and securities  busi- 
ness, including such activities as 
mortgage financing, credit financ- 
ing, investments, realty operations 
and other phases of finance. 

The securities corporation will 
he operated as a separate entity, al- 
though officered by the major of- 
ficers of the bank, and will be 
housed in the F street quarters. The 
board of directors will also be se- 
lected from the personnel of the 
board of the bank. Details of incor- 
poration are now in the hands of a 
committee and it is expected to per- 
fect the new organization before 
the removal of the Federal-Ameri- 
can National Bank to its new quar- 
ters, now nearing completion. 

Calling attention to the growth of 
the bank in the last few years and 
the increasing demands of its cus- 
tomers, Mr. Poole said, “‘It was to 
meet the financial needs of our cus- 
tomers that the board of directors 
of this bank deemed it advisable 
and desirable that such a corpora- 
tion be formed,”’ and stressed the 
fact that under the present banking 
laws, a national bank is not privi- 
leged to perform certain phases of 
finance which might be conducted 
by a securities company identified 
with interests connected with the 
institution. ‘“‘The management of 
this bank has long felt that such an 
organization should be formed,” de- 
clared the institution’s president. 

Should new capital be needed for 
the corporation at any time, it will 
be obtained through the sale of 
preferred stock without reference to 
the bank, and separate certificates 
will be issued for the common stock, 
both preferred and common shares 
being independent of the bank 
stock. 


Four Issues Make New Highs. 


Despite a session of light trading 
on the Washington Stock Exchange 
yesterday such stocks as were dealt 
in changed hand at strong prices 
and four of the issues established 
new high levels. 

Union Trust Co. scored a 2-point 
advance to 230, the peak for these 
shares, which have advanced 7% 
points since the beginning of the 
year. The spread from opening in 
January, 1925, when it started at 
178 to close of yesterday is 52 
points. Federal-American National 
Bank continued strong and sold un- 
changed at 365, a gain of 13 points 
since the first of the year and a rise 
of 140 points over January, 1925. 

Merchants Transfer & Storage, 
preferred, gained another point to 
new high ground, closing at 103 
and Potomac Electric Power pre- 
ferred advancing ™ to 109%, 
reached its peak level since issued.

Princeton, Jan. (By A. 
ee from the air now 
can be produced in America upon 
a practical basis, according to an 
announcement made today at the 
Palmer laboratory, Princeton uni- 
versity. This is possible through 
the discovery in the nitrogen fixa- 
tion laboratories of Washington, 
associated with Princeton in the 
work, of the factor missing from 
the German formula. 

In the war the Germans produced 
nitrogen for explosives 
lizers by this process, but the great 
Muscle Shoals plant, which was 
built.for the same purpose, failed 
to function because of the missing 
factor. 

The nitrogen fixation laboratory 
had discovered that, the adoption of 
small quantities of “alkaline oxides 
in the fixation process increased 
the yield of nitrogen sufficiently to 
make the process practical. It also 
was found that these substances 
emitted positive electricity in the 
process.

Senator Jones, of New Mexico, a

Representative Charges Col. 
Sherrill Arbitrarily Tore 
Down Baths at Basin. 
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GOT MBAD, ” HE DECLARES 


Charging that Lieut. Col. C. O. 
Sherrill, former director of public 
buildings and parks, arbitrarily dis- 
mantled the’ $200,000 Tidal basin 
bathing beach, Representative 
Blanton, of Texas, in a minority re- 
port yesterday opposed the appro- 
priation of $345,000 for the erec- 
tion of new beaches under the di- 
rection of the same office. 

He is not opposed to construction 
of the two beaches, but urged that 
they be given into the charge of 
the District commissioners and not 
an “‘army officer who has said he 
would carry out the policies of Col. 
Sherrill.’’ 

Mr. Blantan incorporates in-his 
report correspondence which passed 
between him and Col. Sherrill last 
Summer in an effort to have Tidal 
basin maintained until Congress 
cou'ld again convene and that it be 
made available to the public 
through public subscription. It was 
revealed for the first time that it 
was Mr. Blanton who took the in- 
itiative and brought Col. Sherrill 
and  public-spirited officials to- 
gether. 

While there is no doubt but that 
Congress ordered the dismantling 
of the basin, Mr. Blanton points 
out, it did not have to be done until 
next June 30. Col. Sherrill agreed 
with him that it would be perfectly 
legal to let the public use the 
beach last summer, he said, but in- 
sisted that Chairman Madden of 
the House appropriations com- 
mittee give his consent. Col, Sher- 
rill simply got ‘‘mad”’ and acted 
arbitrarily, said Mr. Blanton, and 
asks if there is any assurance that 
Maj. U.S. Grant 3d, his successor, 
may not do likewise. 

It was Col. Sherrill who started 
the tidal basin ‘‘row’’ in the first 
place, he said, by trying to let the 
colored people it instead of con-

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COLLAPSE OF THE HUGHES 
RESERVATIONS. 


A few weeks ago The Post ventured 
the opinion that before the Senate had 
concluded the world court debate the 
resolution of adherence would be so load- 
ed with reservations that it would be 
an unintelligible patchwork. Senator 
Swanson’s substitute resolution, offered 
yesterday, confirms this opinion. The 
resolution is a confession by the advo- 
cates of the court that the reservations 
so loudly and persistently proclaimed as 
“safeguarding the United States” are ut- 
terly futile. 

No senator who committed himself to 
the first Swanson resolution can vote for 
the second without making himself ridic- 
ulous. AJ] that was claimed for the first 
is surrendered by the second. 

The deadly danger to the Monroe doc- 
trine concealed in the world court propo- 
sition has been pointed out by opponents 
of the court. But the supporters of the 
court pooh-poohed the warning, and de- 
clared with more cocksureness than 
knowledge that the world court could not 
interfere with the United States in main- 
taining the Monroé doctrine. Now Sen- 
ator Swanson offers a reservation which 
attempts to deprive the world court of 
jurisdiction over the Western Hemi- 
sphere! . 

If he and his colleagues were right in 
the first instance they are wrong now. If 
they sincerely believe that the world 
court is a tribunal which will bring peace 
to the world, why do they limit its juris- 
diction to the Eastern Hemisphere? Or, 
if they have finally become convinced 
that the Monroe doctrine is a greater 
agency for peace in this hemisphere than 
the world court could be, why do they 
pretend that the court is a world court? 
Why do they not acknowledge the corn 
by admitting the fact that the court is a 
league of nations court, set up by Euro- 
pean powers for European political pur- 
poses ? : 

Senator Swanson’s. reservation also 
declares that the United States shall not 
become involved in any way in European 
politics. What does this mean? Is the 
distinguished Democratic leader of the 
befuddled Republican majority now con- 
vinced that the world court will drag the 
United States into European politics 
unless such a reservation is interposed ? 
It must be so; for he is not a man who 
would offer a meaningless reservation in 
order to fool the public. -Yet, if he and 
his procourt associates are now afraid of 
becoming involved in European politics, 
why have thev been asserting for several 
weeks that adhesion to the court could 
not by any possibility involve this 
country ? oe 

The reservation must have been 
offered in good faith. It is offered be- 
cause the “useless debate” so roundly 
denounced by advocates of the court has 
been useful after all. lt has’ convinced 
Senator Swanson and his colleagues that 
the Hughes reservations are not suffi- 
cient to protect the United States. — 
"Further discussion will illuminate 
Senator Swanson stil} further. and induce 
him to offer still nore :2servations. 


But there is one great fact which he | 


does not seem to appreciate. What are 
his reservations worth, after the United 
States shall have joined the court?’ Who 
will construe and interpret these reser- 
vations? Will the Senate? Will the 
President of the United States? No; the 
league court will construe and interpret 
them; and if they are not in harmony 
with the covenant of the league of na- 
tions they will be nullified. The covenant, 


and not the Constitution of the United | 


‘adopted by the Senate; and the United | 


States can not, like Great Britain and 


| the other powers of the league, prevent | 


the court from taking jurisdiction. John 
Bassett Moore, the American Judge on 
the world court bench, has clearly shown 
the permanent “position of national in- 
feriority’” which the United States will 
assume if it joins the court while the 
league council has power to require ad- 
visory opinions from the court. 

Mr. Swanson offers a reservation in- 
tended to safeguard the United States 
agaimst advisory opinions. But this res- 
ervation, like all the others, would go to 
the league court for its interpretation 
and the league council would set the res- 
ervation at naught if the league court 
should so advise, 

No reservations which can be framed 
will safeguard the United States if it 
commits itself to the court set up by the 
military alliance which calls itself the 


league of nations.

CARDINAL MERCIER. 

No more sublime picture of perfect 
Christian faith can be found anywhere 
in history than in the death of Cardinal 
Mercier, primate of Belgium, who passed 
into immortality yesterday afternoon 
surrounded by the members of his fam- 
ily, the faithful clergy, and a representa- 
tive of King Albert. 

Desire Mercier, cardinal of Malines, 
was one of the great figures of the world 
war. “Apostle of Peace,” he was at the 
same time a mighty warrior. At the 
outset of the war he was absent from 
Belgium, his native land, but he hastened 


back from Rome to Brussels, where he, 


became one of the most powerful forces 
in the titanic struggle. No other voice 
heard in all the world carried such an ef- 
fective arraignment of the German na- 
tion for its invasion of Belgium. He loved 
and prayed for peace and detested war, 
but convinced of the righteousness of his 
cause’ he became a_ heroic warrior, 
breathing courage into the minds and 
souls of his people. 

Before the war had ended Cardinal 
Mercier became the most widely known 
churchman in all the world. What a 
wonderful example to all Christian peo- 
ples can be found in this man’s life! 
Stricken in December and knowing that 
he was to die, Cardinal Mercier insisted 
on performing the duties of the Church 
almost up to the hour of his death. His 
cheerfulness in the presence of death was 
that of a saint.of old. To his beloved 
queen, who a few days ago when calling 
upon him had observed that his country 
could not do without him, he blithely 
replied: “Better than without the smile 
of your gracious majesty!” 

Cardinal Mercier was known to many 
Americans. After the war he came to 
the United States and visited Washing- 
ton, where, on September 24, 1919, he 
addressed a conference of prelates at the 
Catholic university.

will mourn the death of this great man. 
His life was a lesson to all mankind.

SOME SENATE FILIBUSTERS. 

The situation in the United States 
Senate and the charges and counter- 
charges of conducting filibusters reel!

In the special session of the Senate of 
1841 a filibuster lasting ten days took 
place over the proposition to oust the 
Senate printers. — 

In the first session of the Twenty-sev- 
enth Congress a filibuster ied by enemies 
of Mr. Clay, relating to the fiscal bank, 
lasted several weeks. When Mr. Clay 
threatened to invoke the previous ques- 
tion, Mr. King retorted that “‘the senator 
may make his arrangements at his board- 
ing house for the winter.” 3 

In the Twenty-ninth Congress an un- 
successful attempt was made to fix a 
date for a vote on the Oregon bill. De- 
bate lasted two months. 

In the first session of the Thirty- 
fourth Congress Mr. Trumbull charged 
the minority with filibustering to “defeat 
aciion.”

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THE ABBEY THEATER IN DUBLIN. 


It seems only the other day that the | 


Abbey theater was founded in Dublin, 


and yet it has just celebrated its twenty- | 
first anniversary, for it was on December | 
27, 1904, that it first opened its doors |

and presented Yeats’ play, “On Baile’s | of peace, which has settled upon Ire- 


Strand.” This theater may not be na- 
tional in the strict sense of that term, 
but in the 21 years of its existence it has 
at least become an institution. It stimu- 
lated the arts of play writing and of act- 
ing as no other modern theater has done, 
and there was at one time some justifi- 
cation for Frank Fay’s apparently ex- 
aggerated statement that “Every one 
had a play in his pocket, and any one in 
the street could be picked up and shaped 
into an actor or actress with a little 
training, Ireland was so teeming with 
talent.” 

The Abbey, of course; has had its 
vicissitudes, its periods of sturm und 
drang. It was nearly wrecked when 
“The Playboy of the Western World” in- 
furiated Irish patriots, because they 
regarded the plot and dialogue of Synge’s 
piece as a reflection on the manners and 
morals of the Irish race. It ran the risk 
of losing its license when, in defiance of 
the government authorities, it’ persisted 
in producing Shaw’s “Showing Up of 
Blanco Posnet,” which the British lord 
chamberlain had by his ukase ebarred 
from the English stage.. It actually lost 
its subsidy. It had a still more subtle 
danger to face when it was reproached 
with an unwarrantedly grim realism in 
replacing Boucicault’s Irish boys, all fun 
and frolic, and his charming colleens, 
who could do no wrong, with peasant 
men, cruel, hard, and forbidding for the 
most part, and with girls and women 
the reverse of lovable in thought or act. 
But it survived all, because of its in- 
sistence on artistic truth in conception 
and presentation. 

Among the other services it hag ren- 
dered, the Abbey theater has been a 
kind nursing mother to the Irish literary 
renascence, for many of the writers who 
have come into prominence during the 
last 20 years have been identified with 
it in one capacity or another. During its 
lifetime it has given a total.of 216 sepa- 
rate plays, and nearly all these were 
written expressly for display on its 
boards. Nor is it by any means a spent 
force.

NATIONAL RECLAMATION. 
Secretary Work, of the Department of 


Interior, has sent to Congress the report | 
of the board of adjustment and survey | 
estimating losses on Federal reclamation | 
projects at a total of $27,102,000, due to | 
lack of fertility of the soil for which ir- | 


rigation works were constructed, inade- 
quate water supply, and other physical 
causes. 


tained losses number nineteen. 

The bureau of reclamation was’ the 
only one of the twelve bureaus in the 
Department of Interior which seemed 
hopeless two years ago. An expenditure 
of approximately $200,000,000 for recla- 


mation projects had been made by the 


government during the previous 20 
years, requiring an additional $60,000,- 
000 to complete them. Repayments to 
the government were only 9! per cent. 

The first step toward reclaiming rec- 
lamation was a complete reappraisal. A 
fact-finding committee was appointed, 
and after six months’ study it reported 
that the government faced a definite 
loss of $18,561,000 and a probable addi- 
tional loss of $8,830,000 of its capital 
investment. 

It is proposed to charge off about 
$26,000,000 as losses levied against un- 
productive lands and not recoverable by 
the government. If this is approved by 
Congress it will afford relief for the 
farmers from indebtedness they can not 
meet. 

The obligations of the government: in 

reclamation were further increased at 
the last session of Congress by initial 
appropriations for four new reclamation 
projects and extensions of three exist- 
ing projects, which will entail an ex- 
penditure of an additional $60,000,000. 

The opinion seems to prevail that the 
government’s reclamation policy is a 
failure. However, this policy perhaps 
has accomplished more toward creating

It should become an organization for 
mining coal and manufacturing electrical 
power on a very large scale, making coke 
and smokeless fuel and producing gas- 
fuel, ammonium compounds, and 
other by-products. The most important 
new governmental department contem- 
plated by the miners would. be the power 
and transport commission attached to the 
board of trade. It would consist of seven 
full-time experts on coal, electricity, gas 
und transport, and it would lay down copn- 
ditions under which power and transport 
undertakings, both publie and _ private, 
should operate 


To this very powerful body there would 
be joined two councils, one to regulate 
the internal affairs of the coal industry 
and the other to regulate prices, trans- 
rates, methods and distribution 
problems. In addition, there would be 
a central authority to regulate the export 
of cozl. . 

To the American mind the most ex- 
traordinary feature of this far-reaching 
plan is'that its advocates claim that it is 
not socialistic in intent and would not 
work out socialistically in practice. In 
proof of the truth of this contention, they 
point out that the miners would retain, 
as a last resort, the right to strike, even 
against nationalized ownership!

Most of us today appreciate that 
human nature has not changed since 
the day of Washington and Mar- 
shall. Washington advised us 
against entangling alliances, and 
Marshall advised that we build up 
our own nation, solidify it, defend 
it against all allurements'_. of 
idealists. 

Doubtless a world court-——the 
world court---would not have ap- 
pealed to either Washington or Mar- 
shall as a practical governmental 
agency for us to enter into. 

If we of the United States may 
use our own Supreme Court as the 
best ‘‘yard stick’? with which to 
measure the probable results of a 
world court. and, above all. its pos- 
sible effects on us as a nation, we 
will have got something tangible 
to work on as evidence for and 
against becoming a member of the 
world court. 

We find on examination that our 
Supreme Court as a_ coordinate 
branch of the Federal government 
to be a delicately adjusted piece of 
political machinery. We find that 
it # the weakest in power to assert 
itself by its own efforts——it can not 
(and should not) initiate anything, 
it can not enforce anything, it can 
not perpetuate itself. 
to the President to nominate 
members, the Senate to confirm the 
appointments, Congress to appropri- 
ate funds for its maintenance, and 
to the President to enforce its judg- 
ments. Congress can Increase or 
decrease the number composing the 
court—-Congress has done both.

Briton Charges England Is Try- 
ing to Hide Unemployment 
and to Create the Impression 
Here That Prosperity Is Re- 
turning to That Country. 
To the Editor of The Post—-Sir: 

While visting Hyde park in Lon- 

don last June I met a voung Eng- 

lishman named John Ould, a bright, 
energetic student of economic con- 
ditions in England. He told me at 
the time that in three years he had 
worked only three weeks and that 
there were thousands of others less 
fortunate. He is married, has three 
children and lives in a single room 
not more than 12 by 15 feet, in 
which the family eat. sleep and 
cook, in the Bermonsdey, or what 
is known as the slum .district of 

London. At the time of my visit to 

his ‘‘home’’ he told me there were 

39,000 young, able-bodied men with 

families out of employment in this 

district who were living on a gov- 
ernment dole. In some cases he 
said their families ran as high as 
eight persons living in a room no 
larger than the one described. 
Today I received a letter from 
him which will give the readers of 

The Post a true insight into the eco- 

nomic conditions prevailing in Lon- 

don, as well as the manufacturing 
cities of Manchester and Liverpool: 

‘“‘Personally, I believe that if it 
were possible for individuals of dif- 
ferent countries (such as you and 
me) to correspond with each other 
on a mass basis, it would go far in 
removing a good deal of interna- 
tional distrust prevalent nowadays 
and, assist in creating a spirit of 
friendship which is now sadly lack- 
ing. * * * Just a few words on 
the policy of the present British 
government.

Professors’’ in Spain and the Argentine, give some idea of the deraci- 
nation of “Stolen Fruit.” ‘ 

Niccodemi himself Is somewhat like his play. He is many men to 
many lands—and yet there is little known about him in these United 
States. Claimed by three countries, Dario Niccodemi was born in Italy. 
He began his career in Argentina as dramatic critic of the Buenos Aires | 
La Prenza, though there is no one in this office who will hold that 
against him. Living that down, he went to Paris to be stage director 
and playwright for the actress Rejane. After the production of several 
successful plays, he was made secretary of the French Society for 
Authors. During the war, Niccodemi served with the Italian army. 
Now a resident of Milan, he is producer and general organizer of the 
Italian theater. For several years he has been president of the Italian 
Society of Dramatic Authors. 

Niccodemi’s career is interesting. Now 47, he has been at the play- 
writing business since he was 22 years of age. His first plays were dash- 
ed off for the popular stars of the day, and yet some of them are still 
populas on the other side. With twelve plays, each a success in the 
Latin countries, Niccodemi has witnessed three of his productions make 
good in Am4rica, aside from ‘Stolen Fruit.’’ ‘‘L’Ombre’’ was played as 
‘The Shadow \by Ethel Barrymore; John Drew starred in ‘‘The Prodigal 
Husband.” “Ssampolo’’ was played as ‘‘Remnant’’ by Florence Nash. 
So while there is™“itt?e known of the man, his plays have caught on in 
America. One of his real recommendations, from the theater point of 
view, is that hé sponsored the two Italian playwrights, Giacosa and 
Pirandello, producing their plays not only in Italy but also in France, 
Spain and South America.

This 
tribute from Caesar“’so touched the 
actor, who at the time was unde- 
cided about appearing on Broadway 
in a minor role, that he signed a 
run-of-the-play contract on the 
spot. 

London-born, Seresford was a 
student at Borough Hall college 
when he formed a great attachment 
for people of the theatre. After odd 
jobs at the Old Guards theater, he, 
hearing that Edward E. Rice, an 
American manager, had come to 
London with Henry Dixey, Beres- 
ford sought an engagement in sup- 
port of Dixey, and got it. When the 
company returned to America they 
brought Beresford along, and he 
Was invited to become ‘‘one of the 
gentlemen” of Augustin Daly’s fa- 
mous company. Being a ‘‘gentle- 
man’’ for Mr. Daly meant, the 
voung Englishman was told, walk- 
ing on in productions and ‘‘observ- 
ing’’ the principals of the company. 
Spurning this chance to “‘observe 
Beresford wrote Daly a brief note 
saving he came to America to act 
and see the country. 

Soon his chance came to do both. 
Ite left New York for an engage- 
ment with Mrs. Boucicault on tour 

and for 20 vears he acted and 
saw the country, before he returned 
to Broadway. It was in this same 
company of Mrs: Boucicault’s that 
Maude Adams made her first stage 
appearance, and for six months she 
plaved the sweetheart of Mr. 
Beresford who has never, before 
nor since, played a young man. He 
appeared again with Miss Adams in 
“The Paymaster.’ 

Tom Wise was also a member of 
this company. 

Irom “‘The Paymaster,’’ Miss Ad- 
ams rose almost directly to Broad- 
way stardom, but Beresford left New 
York for long tours with Mrs. Scott 
Siddons, and later Henry Lee. Marie 
Jensen, the original Erminie, was 
unother of the forgotten stars with 
whom he toured in those days, when 
$50 a week was a good salary, 
and 25,000 miles were covered in a 
tour. 

Beresford’s first ‘‘stationary’’ en- 
gagements were in stock companies 
in Minneapolis and. Kansas City. 
Atterwards Beresford toured the 
West, South and Canada at the 
head of his own companies, in *‘The 
Professor’s Love* Story,’’ ‘The 
Woman Hater” and ‘‘The Wrong 
Mr. Wright.’’ 

Beresford left this fan iar terri- 
tory for the vaudeville circuit, in

FREUD BOOK 
TELLS ABOUT 
MIND OF MA 


The fourth volume of the ‘‘Col- 
lected Papers’’ of Sigmund 
has been published by the Hogarth 
| Press of London and its appearance 
}is a scientific event of importance. 
|In this particular volume the main 
| topic is that of ‘‘Metapsychology,’’ 
{ which, being interpreted, is that of 
| the mental processes of the human 
' mind. 

It contains the great essay on 
“The Unconscious” by this master 
| prober into the mentality of man- 


'tinguishes the volume and increases 
‘its value to the student of meta- 
| psychology. Even to the laymen 
{glancing through the pages of this 
|book there comes a_ revealing 
|'glimpse of the mystery land of the 
‘human mind with its great sub- 
conscious area dominating the com- 
| paratively small portion of con- 
{scious mind. We are fearfully and 
| wonderfully made when it comes to 
/mental processes and the more light 
|thate can be thrown upon them all 
the better for the progress of civili- 
zation. 

The papers on metapsychology 
|are varied in theme. One of the 
most interestinggis that which deals 
| with “Mourning and Melancholia.’’ 

The day dreams of the poet come 
into their share of attention. Freud 
discovers the ego is the hero of all 
day dreams, of poets and authors 
alike. He goes into an elaborate 
discussion of ‘‘The Moses'‘of Mi- 
chelangelo,’’ devoting an. entire 
chapter to this subject. He finds it 
an inscrutable statue. Beyond the 
known fact that it represents Moses, 
little else is certainly known of it. 

In ‘‘Thoughts on War and Death”’ 
many novel viewpoints are present- 
ed. The author found in the world 
war in the early days ef the con- 
flict (1915) that ‘‘never has any 
event been destructive of so much 
that is valuable in the common 
wealth of humanity. nor'so mislead- 
ing to many of the clearest intelli- 
gences, nor so debasing to the high- 
est that we know. Science herself 
has lost her passionless impartial- 
ity; in their deep embitterment her 
servants seek for weapons from her 
with which to contribute toward the 
defeat of the enemy.” 

In speaking of death, Freud 
brings out the undeniable fact that 
“our own death is indeed unimagin- 
able, and whenever we make the 
attempt to imagine it we can per- 
ceive that we really survive as spec- 
tators. Hence the psychoanalytic 
school could venture on the asser- 
tion that at bottom no one believes 
in his own death, or, to put the 
same thing in another way, in the 
unconscious every one of us is con- 
vinced of his own immortality.’ 
That war acquaints people with a 
forced belief in death is one result 
which this scientist points out. 

A thrilling chapter is that in 
which the author discusses ‘‘the 
uncanny.’’ He brings out that this 
sentiment is attached to things more 
or less terrible which we can not 
successfully explain even to our- 
selves. Yet he traces what is ‘‘un- 
canny’’ back to its source and finds 
it to be that class of terrifying 
which leads to something long 
known to us, once very familiar. 
Primitive fears and obsessions lie 
at the roots of the uncanny, and he 
advances good arguments to prove 
his point. 

This important contribution to 
mental science should be in the 
library of every student of this 
vita] topic. The book itself is well

The navy finally has gotten its 
men into clothing that presents a 
uniform appearance and is in ac- 
cordance with the regulations. 

With the end of the world war, 
the navy was left with large stocks 
of uniform clothing in excess of 
peace-time requirements, and ever 
since efforts have been made to re- 
duce them. Due to lack of satis- 
factory dyestuffs during the war 
und the urgent necessity of obtain- 
ing clothing in ‘large quantities, 
much material entering into the uni- 
form was not of standard quality 
and the workmanship was faulty. 
Because of the amount of money 
involved, however, the Navy De- 
partment continued to issue this 
nonregulation clothing, and as a re- 
sult the men were clad in attire that 
was far from uniform. 

As the men often were criticized 
by their officers on account of their 
garments, and as they had a nat- 
ural pride in their appearance, the 
practice of purchasing uniforms ou, 
of their own funds from civil tzil- 
ors grew to large proportions in the 
service, 

By 1925 


posed of through issue and sale, 
was decided that the time had ar- 
rived for discontinuance of issue of 
nonregulation garments and for 
providing the service with strictly 
regulation uniforms. Accordingly, 
it was directed last September that 
al] nonregulation clothing be turned 
into store, and that requisitions be 
made to the naval supply depot at 
Brooklyn for strictly regulation 
stocks of cloth caps, white hats, 
white dress jumpers, overcoats, 
trousers and the new blue dress 
jumpers. 

The new jumper is of 14-ounce 
blue broadeloth material, and it is 
to be used in place of the ffannel 
overshirt. It is a great improve- 
ment, in that it matches the blue 
trousers and is shaped to the body, 
presenting a much neater and snap- 
pier appearance, 

The cost of the dress uniform 
now is $15 (jumpre, $7; trousers, 
8). This is much less than the out. 
iit would cost from a civilian tailor.

Can Be Done. 


HOSTESS MAY SERVE

Sunday evening suppers are par- 
ticularly fascinating because they 
are wholly informal, according to 


Sarah Dunn, and for this reason the 
hostess should serve the bést food 
cooked well, but she should find 
the easiest way to do it, so that she 
may enjoy her family and guests 
just as though preparing the food 
was no effort. And it need not be 
if table electrical appliances are em- 
ployed. 

With the grill, waffle iron and 
coffee percolator, a hostess may do 
wonders even for a very large com- 
pany. Usually the two kinds of 
sandwiches include one semisweet 
sandwich, and one which is rather 
snappy. On a recent Sunday they 
included cream cheese and currant 
jelly for the sweet sandwich and 
minced ham. Occasionally this is 
varied by nut ,and pimento, lettuce 
and tomato, and so on, but always 
they are rather moist. 

If supper is served at the table, 
electrical appliances are placed on 
asmall table. She cooks and serves 
from.that. Or if the supper is buf- 
fet style in the living room around 
the fireplace she uses tea wagon 
both for dishes, food and appliances, 
which are connected to a floor con- 
venience outlet installed there espe- 
cially for this purpose. She places 
the electric grill so it will be handy 
to cook and serve the food. The 
waffle iron placed at the back, 
for it is not in use until after the 
main part of the meal is served, 
likewise the percolator. 


To Make Oyster Omelet. 


is 


Put one quart of oysters in the 
deep pan of the grill in their own 
liquor and bring ‘to a quick boil, 
but do not let them boil for any 
length of time; otherwise they will 
be tough, it is explained. Season 
them to taste. In the shallower 
pan melt on top of the grill one 
tablespoonful of butter; stir into it 
a heaping tablespoonful of flour; 
then add one cupful of the oyster 
broth, the juice of one-half lemon, 
a suggestion of cayenne pepper and 
ealt to taste. Stir until it is smooth; 
then add the oysters and the yolks 
of three eggs which have been 
mixed with one tablespoonful of 
cream. Shake the pan lightly until 
the sauce begins to thicken. Then 
make the omelet the usual way, 
and when it is done place about 
eix oysters in the center of the 
omelet, fold it and let it settle a 
moment. Then turn out on a hot 
platter and serve with the oysters 
and sauce around it. 


How Waffics Are Made. 


Miss Dunn always serves waffles 
with maple sirup and also with 
preserves, so that each person may 
suit him or herself. For six persons, 
allowing two waffles apiece, the 
waffles are made from one cupful 
of wheat flour and one of fancy 
pastry flour and a little over. To 
this is added five teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder, two tablespoonfuls 
of sugar and one teaspoonful of 
salt. Beat the volks of two eggs 
until lemon color, and mix them 
with one and one-half cupfuls of 
sweet milk, and stir this into the 
flour and other dry ingredients. If 
the batter is not loose enough add 
more milk. Then add four table- 
spoonfuls of melted butter and beat 
the batter for three minutes with a 
batter beater or in the electric 
kitchen maid. Last, add the whites 
of two eggs beaten stiff and fold 
them in. Sometimes a half tea- 
spoonful of vanilla improves the 
flavor. 


For this occasion coffee is made} 


rather strong, allowing about one 
and one-half tablespoonfuls to each 
cupful of. water and one extra for 
the pot.

It indicates in the most 
somplete way which has yet been 
done the location of all power lines, 
their voltage, the location and size 
of all power installations and the 
locatien of isolated small power 
piants in the area. 

The map is issued from the North 
Carolina department of conserva- 
tion and development, division of 
water resources, Chapel Hill, N. C., 
and sells for $3 each in quantities 
less than 50. Special rates will be 
given on larger quantities.

Build Great Plants, Located 
Economically and Joined 
by Single System.

Today the electric power man has 
learned what the farmer is learn- 
ing—and that is, that the success 
of his business depends upon diver- 
sity.

“In the previous consideration of 
various projects for the improve- 
ment of radio broadcasting, the 
finger of technical experience had 
invariably pointed to high-power 
broadcasting.

LABORATORY BUILT 
FOR NMKING STUD!

General Electric Co. to Seek 
Data on Transmission 
Phenomenon. 


DIFFERENT ANTENNA 
TYPES ARE INSTALLED 


Facilities Provided for Devel- 
oping Oscillograph Films 
That Record Modulation. 


A radio development laboratory 
for research on wave-lengths from 
5 meters to 3,000 meters with 
power from 5 watts to 100 kilo- 
watts has been constructed on a 
54-acre plot 2 miles southwest of 
Schenectady by the General Elec- 
tric Co. 

This work of radio development 
fs undertaken for the purpose of 
making a systematic study of trans- 
mission phenomenon. Because of 


meager data there is one group of 
scientists advocating superpower as 
the remedy for existing broadcast- 
ing defects; another, low-power, 
short-wave transmission to accom- 
plish the same results; another, 
medium-power, long-wave trans- 
mission, and many different types 
of antenna systems are recommend- 
ed, including the reflector, vertical, 
horizontal and angular. 

On the plot near Schenectady 
are one brick building, 60x100 feet, 
and four smaller frame buildings 
in which are housed transmitters. 
There are three steel towers, each 
300 feet high, arranged in the form 
of a triangle. This arrangement 
permits the construction of many 
different types of antenna. A fourth 
steel tower 150 feet high is used for 
smaller antenna structures. Three 
80-foot wood masts support the an- 
tenna now being used for the 109- 
meter transmitter. 

The largest building houses the 
power equipment, high voltage rec- 
tifiers and amplifying and modulat- 
ing equipment for the station. 
There are three rectifiers, each hav- 
ing a capacity of 150 k. w. at 15,- 
000 volts. These rectifiers convert 
the alternating current supplied to 
the station into direct current which 
is used for plate supnplv on the vari- 
ous transmitters. The modulating 
equipment may be connected with 
any of the smaller buildings by 
means of a system of overhead 
transmission lines. Speech and mu- 
sic to be broadcast are obtained 
from the studio of WGY over an 
aerial cable circuit. It is further 
amplified at the station before 
reaching the group of metal tubes 
known as modulators. The trans- 
mitter to be modulated obtains its 
plate supply in common with the 
modulator tubes throurh a group of 
reactors. 


Oscillations Are Recorded. 


A dark room is provided in the 
main building for developing oscil- 
lograph films recording modulation. 
A circulating pump having a capac- 
ity of 150 gallons per minute sup- 
plies cooling water for all metal 
tubes. The water is piped to all of 
the smaller buildings. The under- 
ground pipe lines provide an excel- 
lent means of cooling the water. 

When tubes are being operated in 
the main building, however, it is 
necessary to use a blower for cool- 
tng. The water is forced through a 
lurge radiator similar to the radi- 
ator used in an automobile. A 
blower forces a stream of air 
through the radiator thus keeping 
the temperature of the water be- 
low 35 or 40 degrees F. The pres- 
sure of cooling water is approxi- 
rrately 55 pounds per square inch. 
Since the plates of the metal tubes 
operate at from 12,000 to 15,000 
volts above ground it is necessary 


_| to use a, long column of cooling wa- 


ter to obtain sufficient insulation 
for the high direct current and 
radio frequency potentials existing 
or the plates of the metal tubes. 

For this purpose a length of rub- 
ber hose is used between the plate 
of the tube and the pipe supplying 
the water. This is wound on a 
wooden hose reel. The wood used 
is maple, which has been given a 
special impregnating treatment to 
improve its insulating qualities. 

In addition to the rectifiers, a 
12,000 volt direct current generator 
is uged for supplying plate voltage 
for master oscillators and other 
low-powered equipment. Generators 
supplying 4,000 volts and 2,500 
volts are used for plate supply to 
the smaller tubes. The filaments of 
all tubes are heated by direct cur- 
rent. There are several direct cur- 
rent generators of 300 ampere capa- 
city at 33 volts and of 1,000 am- 
peres capacity at this voltage, These 
machines are specially constructed 
for a minimum ripple. 


Two Transmitters Installed. 


At present there are two trans- 
mitters located inthe main building, 
one is operated at 50 kw on 379.5 
meters. This transmitter is of the 
master oscillator, intermediate am- 
plifier, power amplifier type using 
20 kw water cooled tubes in the 
high power stages. 

The second transmitter operating 
at 1560 (2XAH) meter has a maxi. 
mum of 40 kw and is of the same 
general type as 2XAG except that 
push-pull amplifiers are used in the 
power stages. 

The 109 meter transmitter is jo- 
cated in one of the smaller wooden 
buildings. Circuits for this equip- 
ment are the master oscillator inter- 
mediate amplifier, power amplifier 
type in order to obtain constancy 
of frequency.

Nellie Tayloe Ross of 
Wyoming, who is rounding out her 
initial years as the first woman gov- 
ernor in the United States, does 
not believe that with the vigorous 
entrance of women into politics will 
come “an irresistible urge to exer- 
cise their newly-found power 
some strange and novel way, threat- 
ening havoc to the body politic.”’ 

In response to a request from the 
Associated Press, the woman gov- 
ernor summed up her views on the 
place of woman in politics as fol- 
lows: 

“The question is so often pro- 
pounded to me in various forms as 
to what I consider the particular 
service women may render in poli- 
and government that I am 
foreed to the conclusion that it is 
inspired by real concern on the 
part of the public as to the effect 
of the general enfranchisement of 
women. Whether the question ema- 
nates from apprehension or hope, l 
am unable to say. 


Hope.”’ 


“It may be apprehension lest with 
some power long deferred there 
will come an irresistible urge to 
exercise it in some strange and 
novel way, threatening havoc to the 
body politic. Or it may be the 
hope that with freshness of inter- 
est and devotion to lofty ideals, 
women will place the politics of the 
nation on a higher plane, 

“If I were to judge by the in- 
quiries that have come to me from 
various sections remote from my 
own State-——-women have voted in 
Wyoming so long that the public 
does not regard suffrage as an ez- 
periment-—there is more apprehen- 
sion than hope. 

“It is most amusing and amazing 
to me, for example, to be asked as 
I was soon after my election, 
whether I expected to appoint any 
men to office.

N 1795 and in 1797, there then being no 
town where stands, the 
Maryland legislature granted charters for the 
building of toll bridges across the eastern 
branch. These two structures were commonly 
referred to as the upper and lower bridges. 
Both were destroyed by the American forces 
on August 4, 1814, at the time of the British 
invasion of the Capital. Both 
bridges were rebuilt shortly thereafter. 

In 1848 Congress appropriated $30,000 for 
the purchase of one or both of the bridges 
over the branch, with the provision 
that the bridge or bridges when purchased 
should be “free of toll to all persons whomso- 
ever’ under similar regulations as were then 
in force in relation to the Potomac bridge. 

The town itself came into being when, in 
1854, John , Fox, John W. Van Hook and 
John Dobler, under the title of the Union 
and Association, purchased from: Enoch 
Tucker 100 acres of farm land, subdivided 
a part of it into building lots, 24 by 130 feet 
each, and christened the subdivision Union- 
town. This name was probably derived from 
the title of the association—Union Land As- 
sociation. 

From the earliest times the territory south 
of the Eastern Branch had been called Ana- 
costia. However, when the first postoffice 
was established south of the river it,bore the 
name of Buena Vista (good view), but this 
only for a short while when it was changed 
to Anacostia. From 1854 to 1868 it was 
called Uniontown. In 1868 it was again re- 
christened Anacostia by the then Postmaster 
General. This name was made permanent 
by the act of Congress approved April 22, 
1886, which provided ‘“‘That that portion of 
the District of Columbia heretofore known 
and designated as Uniontown, from and 
after the approval of this act be known and 


designated as Anacostia.”

N 1874, Congress authorized the construc- 

tion of a ‘‘substantial iron and masonry 
bridge’ across the Anacostia river ‘“‘at or 
near the site of the present navy yard bridge,”’ 
and appropriated $146,000 therefor. This 
old iron and masonry bridge was replaced by 
the present concrete structure in 1907 at a 
cost of $375,000, which was authorized by 
the acts of Congress of April 27, 1904, and 
March 8, 1905. 

The Pennsylvania avenue bridge was au- 
thorized by the act of Congress of February 
223. 1887, which appropriated $110,000 for 
the construction of ‘‘a substantial wooden, 
iron, or masonry bridge, with necessary ap- 
proaches.” The total cost of this bridge was 
increased by the sum of $60,000 by the act 
of May 14, 1888. 

Surveys have been made for other bridges 
to span the Anacostia river. In 1895 Con- 
gress appropriated $3,500 for a survey and 
plan for a bridge to cross the river with its 
north end at the foot of South Capitol street 
and in 1897 it appropriated $3,000 for a sur- 
vey for construction of a bridge across the 
Anacostia river in line with Massachusetts 
avenue east. No funds were ever appropriat- 
ed for construction work. However, both of 
these proposed structures are needed to 
properly develop the large territory east and 
south of the Anacostia river. 

The charter for the first street car line to 
cross the Anacostia river was obtained from 
Congress by the late Henry A. Griswold in 
1875. This early horse car line extended 
from Eighth and M streets southeast to the 
foot of what is now known as the Asylum hill. 
Later this line was extended to run from Ana- 
costia to Ninth and B streets northwest. For 
many years patient horses dragged old-fash- 
ioned street cars over this route. 


The first charter for an eleciric rail- 


way to es in the territory sough of the 
poatia, Titer wee sreniad by Congress, 
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the navy yard or Anacostia bridge. However, 
the charter authorized the operation of a 
“transfer ferry’’ from the south side of the 
Anacostia river to First street or South Capi- 
tol street southwest. The 1895 act was 
amended in May, 1896, to permit the Capital 
Railway Co. to operate cars over the ‘navy 
yard bridge” by “horsepower or the under- 
ground elec@tic system.” ‘This act was fur- 
ther amended in June, 1898, to permit the 
use of the overhead trolley over the bridge, 
and it Was not until 1898 that Anacostia saw 
its street cars propelled by electricity to and 
from the center of Washington. ‘The Capital 
Railway Co. was later absorbed by the Wash- 
ington Railway & Electric Co. 


7 Girenmndghdes PARK, which is now in the 
making, is a project the importance 
and magnitude of which is little. understood 
in Washington. When it is completed it will 
form one of the largest and most beautiful 
waterside parks in America, extending from 
Giesboro Point along the south shore of the 
Anacostia river in a northeasterly direction 
to the Maryland State line, a distance of over 
six miles, and embracing an area of over 870 
acres. 

The history of this new park is an interest- 
ing one. More than a quarter of a century 
azo a number of Southeast and Northeast 
citizens visualized this park and began to 
work for the reclamation of Anacostia flats. 
then marsh waste Jand. This early work was 
rewarded when in 1898 Congress appropri- 
ated $2,000 for preparing a project for the 
improvement of the Anacostia river and the 
reclamation of its flats. Reclamation work 
was begun west of the Anacostia bridge 
under an appropriation carried in ithe river 
and harbor act of 1902. No reclamation 
work was done to the east of the Anacostia 
bridge, however, until 1912, when $100,000 
was made available by the District of Co- 
lumbia appropriation act of March 2, 1911. 
From 1902 until the prestnt time, with the 
exception of a few short periods when funds 
were not available, work of reclaiming this 
large area and the building of sea walls has 
been continuous. The work below Benning 
bridge has cost something over $2,000,000 
and it will probably cost $2,000,000 more to 
complete the work above the bridge to the 
District line.

The building of these 
sewers has cost the sewer department man) 
thousands of dollars, and as the reclamation 
work moves higher up the river toward the 
District line new ones must be built or the 
reclaimed area will be flooded with storm 
waters,and much of it destroyed. Not only 
was it necessary to build new sewers but 
bridge structures had to be altered to permit 
the work to go forward and to meet changed 
conditions in the river flow. . 

The first appropriation for park develop- 
ment, an item of $50,000, was carried in the 
District of Columbia bill for 1924, a second 
item of $50,000 was carried in the 1925 act, 
and an item of $63,000 in the 1926 act. 
These several appropriations were all for 
work in section D of the park. No 
has been appropriated for development work 
in any other section of the park. Section D 
is that part of the park lying between the 
Anacostia and Pennsylvania avenue bridges. 
It contains an area of over 63 acres. The 
total cost of completing this section will 
probably be around $400,000. 

Ground was broken for completing a sev- 
tion of this new park on August 2, 1923, 
under the auspices of the office of publie 
buildings and grounds in cooperation with 
the Anacostia Citizens association. The 
order of exercises on this occasion was an 
elaborate affair, consisting of addresses by 
Federal and District officials and of land. 
water, and air pageants. It was probably the 
first time that exercises of this nature ever 
attended the breaking of ground for a new 
park anywhere in the United States. Ad- 
dresses were made by Hon. Dwight F. Davis, 
Hon. Curfo H. Rudolph, Maj. Gen. Lansing H. 
Beach, Maj. James A. O’Connor, Lieut. Col. 
C. O. Sherrill, and Dr. George C, Havenney. 
The air pageant consisted of stunt flying by 
army aviators from Bolling field under com- 
mand of Capt. Robert L. Walsh, the water 
pageant of motorboat and canoe racés and 
fancy diving, while the land pageant em- 
braced an athletic, baby, and automobile 
parade.

HE recreational] features in the section 
of the park now being developed will 
consist of adriveways, bridle paths, walks. 
baseball Giamonds. a quarter-mile cinder 
track, tennis courts, a swimming pool, and 
Dlayfields for small children. An artistic 
field house has been erected in the center of 
the park. The tennis courts, baseball dia- 
monds, and athletic field are now in use. 

A large investment is being made in the 
reclamation of the Anacostia flats and in de- 
veloping the Anacostia park, an investment 
that is worth to this city and nation consid- 
erably more than the cost of reclaiming the 
land and of park development work. The 
reclaimed land alone is worth more than the 
total cost of the work, but the investment is 
greater than can be expressed in dollars, 
greater*because it is an investment in munici- 
pal.and national health? an investment in 
social harmony, and an investment in good 
citizenship.

Two sections of reclaimed area 
architect, sections C and E.

S soon as the first appropriation was made 
for developing the Anacostia park, a new 
era opened up in Anacostia and the surround- 
ing territory-——new homes sprang up and 
dotted the hillsides in all directions. Builders 
looking for new fields sought Anacostia with 
the result that over 400 new homes were 
built in Anacostia and its environs during the 
past year, With many new ones planned for 

the coming spring and summer. 

Not only have many new homes been built 
but new streets have been opened, old ones 
paved, triangular parks developed, and light- 
ing facilities improved. 

Anacostia is Mooking forward to greater 
prosperity during the coming years. The tide 
is now flowing eastward, and as the years 
roll by its volume wdll be ever increasing. 
There are now living in the territory south 
of the Anacostia river 15,000 people. This 
number I expect to see doubled in the next 
five years.

1. A spoiled child often indicates that he 
has selfish parents or neurotic parents. Is 
your child spoiled? 

2. Begin your antispoiling methods early. 
A child can be as thoroughly spoiled at two 
months as at 4 years. 

3. To habitually ‘“‘give in’’ to your child 
is not an evidence of real mother love. More 
likely it is proof that you prize your own im- 
mediate comfort more than you do your 


child’s future welfare. 

4. Don’t ‘‘show off” your child before com- 
pany. 

5. Don’t determine to give your child all 
the luxuries and advantages you and his 
father may have Missed in your own child- 
hood. Make him earn some of them. 


6. Don’t always do for your chiid those 
things he should learn to do for himself. 

7. Give him some responsibility each day 
and insist that he carry it out. This encour- 
ages self-reliance and fosters pride of achieve- 
ment. 

8. All praise and no blame makes Jack a 
conceited boy. Praise your child when he 
merits it, of course. But don’t forget the 
beneficial effects of occasional constructive 
criticism, or even of punishment. 

9. Be consistent in your own conduct. 

10. Remember that most selfish, disagree- 
able, conceited and unreliable adults were 
once spoiled children. 

11. Don’t forget that what your child is, 
up to 10 or 12 years of age, usually indicates 
what he will continue to be all the rest of his 
life.—From the Designer Magazine for Jan- 
uary.

Sunnybank Lad was my own dog; or rather 
my wife’s. But I make no apology for tell- 
ing you something of him; for he was the 


greatest dog I have known or shall know. 

He was a collie, with a mighty coat of ma- 
nogany-and-snow, and with absurdly small 
white paws. From his deepest dark eyes 
looked a soul. For many years he was un- 
disputed king of our Sunnybank collies, and 
the adoring chum of my wife and myself.

It was the vertebra of an exceedingly dead 
horse, that he had found far back in tle 
woods.

He had seen. others bring her a se- 
ries of presents and lay them in her lap. And 
he was trying to do the same kind of thing. 
_.JTo any normal dog there is a wondrous 
lure for carrion. He does not eat it, but he 
gets a keen joy in rolling in it. To him it is 
the most delectable thing imaginable. . 

Lad had brought the invalid the most ac- 
ceptable present he could think of. He was 
much abashed and amazed at our frantic re- 
jection of his offering. 

was when Laddie was 13 years old—as 

for a dog as is 70 for a human—that he 
fought his last great battle. He was stroll- 
ing majestically through the forests, nearly 
ajmile from home, one snowy March day in 
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“He Fought His Way, Step by Step.” 


1915, when he was attacked by two of our 
other: dogs. One was a giant crossbreed 
named Rex. The other was Lad’s own be- 
loved young son, Wolf. 

Lad could have turned and run for his 
life—but he never knew the meaning of fear. 
Or he could have stayed there and fought 
himself dead—but he was no fool. He took 
the one chance that combined brains with 
bravery. 

With his face to his enemies and fighting 
furiously, he nevertheless managed to keep 


moving backward in a mathematically’ 


straight line—a line that was the shortest be- 
tween the woods and Sunnybank house. 

Every step of the way he fought with all 
his waning old strength. He could not have 
had a chance to look around to shape his di- 
rection. Yet not once did he swerve from 
that straight line of retreat. 

With all his might he strove to punish Rex, 
as he fought. But not once did he so much 
as snap at Wolf, who was tearing in at him 
from. the other side.

From 
that time on, he never associated in any Way 
‘with the other Sunnybank animals, nor they 
with him. Up to that time he had been 
their/ king. But, as soon as he could no 
longer hear, they did not seem to realize he 
was among them; nor did he take any note of 
their presence. — 

Deafness evidently was a wall which shut 
him off from all communication with them, 
and them from him. ;

Federal taxpayers in 1924 claimed exemp- 
tion. on charitable contributions amounting 
to $528,441,698, according to preliminary 
figures compiled by the Federal income tax 
unit. 

This is only a part of the picture of Amer- 
ican philanthropic enterprise. The civic de- 
velopment-department of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States finds that 30 out 
of 70-odd philanthropic foundations establish- 
ed by business men have endowments totaling 
over $700,000,000. The Rockefeller Founda- 
tion, with an endowment of $165,000,000, 
heads the list and the general education board, 
another Rockefeller institution, comes second 
with an andowment of $129,397,000. 


There are three or more foundations in 
each of the following fields: 


Charitable rehabilitation and relief. 

Advancement of education. 

Improvement of public health. 

Betterment of condition of children. 

Loans for students and the needy. 

Support of music and musicians. 

Negro education and welfare. 

There are besides, according to the latest 
reports, 55 community foundations in as 
many American cities, some with trust funds 
exceeding $1,000,000. 

Finally, there are the community chests of 
which there were 225 in 1924, as disclosed 
by a survey made by the civic development de- 
partment of the national chamber. In that 
vear 166 cities reported that they had raised 
a total of $45,560,142 for the support of lo- 
cal welfare agencies. :

To preserve and conserve all desirable American wild life, including birds, animals, flowers, trees and other living things; 
also the natural beauty spots and scenic wonders of all America. 


A few weeks ago 
I called attention to 
the fact that no less 
than three mocking 
birds had been re- 
ported to me as 
wintering in central 
New England. Since 
then several more 
have been reported, 
one of them from 
well up in'the State 
of Maine. This bird 
is a striking ex- 
ample of adapta- 
bility to conditions 
and of feathered 
common sense. 


This mocking 
bird is wintering at 
the home of Wellington Blair. of Water- 
ville, Me. In his first report of it Mr. 
Blair said: ‘‘We first noticed the bird feed- 
ing on the berries of a woodbine which 
grows over the piazza. From its first ap- 
pearance it never missed a day. It has been 
as accurate in all its habits as is the rising 
of the sun. It appears at daylight and wak- 
ens us with a loud chirp, keeping this up 
until some one greets him at the window. 
Then, apparently satisfied that all is well, he 
goes to his feeding place in a corner of the 
piazza. He flies to an apple tree or bush in 
the garden and returns at about 20-minute 
intervals throughout the day. We have tried 
him with all kinds of'food, but his preference 


_is for raisins and currants. 


“I have been somewhat fearful of his abil- 
ity to stand the severe cold. I thought it 
might be best to catch him and, release him 
in the spring. I screened a portion of the 
piazza and put a curtain on a rod in such a 
way that I could run it across. In this way 
I made him a prisoner while he was feeding. 
I had placed three small fir trees on the 
piazza and he perched in one of these. When 
he did want to go he tried very hard to get 
out, and we were so fearful that he would 
hurt himself that we let him go. Do you 
think he will be able to live through the cold 
snap and blizzards we are sure to have? 
Would you advise me to catch him again and 
keep him until spring?’’ 

To this inquiry of Mr. Blair’s I replied by 
the air route that I would let well enough 
alone. I suggested that he allow the bird his 
freedom, but that he should prepare his porch 
so that in the event of severe weather the 
bird would recognize it as a shelter. ‘I was 
quite sure that the bird would do this. This 
is Mr. Blair’s latest report: 

“The mocking bird is still with us after 
successfully weathering.the recent big storm. 
Your prediction that the bird would know 
where to seek shelter when necessary was 
borne out in that storm. About 10 o'clock 
in the morning he flew into the piazza and 
did not leave its shelter again that day. He 
spent most of his time keeping a, hole open 
It was only 4 degrees 
above zero throughout the day, and he was 
kept very busy. A dish of water appears to 
be as much an attraction to him as food. 
When his regular time to depart at nightfall 
came he was very restless and we guessed 
that he was trying to decide whether td ven- 
ture into the storm or to remain. Finally he 
hopped into one of the little fir trees we had 
placed on the piazza for him and spent the 
night with us. 

“The next evening his actions were even 
more interesting. He left at his regular time, 
but returned to the piazza. He did this three 
times’ bef6ére making his final departure. It 
was evident that he was tempted to stay. 
We watch for this bird’s return every morn- 
ing and he never has failed us. He always 
alights in the same spot at exactly the same 
time every morning.” 

Plainly, this bird is possessed of common 
sense. * In all probability its regular sleeping 
quarters is in a thick evergreen in a sheltered

place somewhere near; ‘but that bird knew 
that in a severe storm the shelter which Mr. 
Blair had prepared on his piazza offered the 
better protection. The force of habit was 
great, but the bird’s common sense overcame 
it. Thus is this beautiful singer of the Sunny 
South adapting himself to the rigors of a 
Maine winter. By the way, a mocking bird 
has been reported to me as wintering in New 
Hampshire. 
Squirrel Fun. 


To what extent do animals play for the 
purpose of being amused? This is one side 
of animal nature of which we know compara- 
tively little. That. some animals do certain 
things solely for the sake of the amusement 
derived therefrom there is no question. One 
has only to watch a bear cub to be convinced 
of this. But how general is this sense of 
play, this desire to be amused? Here js an 
interesting story from A. A. Johnson, of 
Amherst, Mass., which has some bearing on 
the matter. 

“A gray squirrel,” says Mr. Johnson, 
‘‘would cross, the street to a neighbor’s lawn, 
get a butternut from a tree there, carry it 
up on the ridge of a two-story house and drop 
it so that it would roll down the metal gutter 
beside a dormer window. Happy Jack would 
then run out to the end of the ridge of the 
dormer window and look down to see the nut 
drop to the lawn. After this he would hurry 
back to get another butternut, and do it over 
again. He had dropped over fifty the day I 
saw him. The only pleasure we could think 
of that he could get from this performance 
was the rattling of the nuts as they rolled 
down the metal gutter.’”’ 

Here is another story from the same 
source: ‘‘A neighbor had a basket of butter- 
nuts in his barn and a squirrel began carry- 
ing them off. The basket was then moved 
over to the house piazza, but the squirrel 
continued to take the nuts. To circumvent 
the little gray scamp, and at the same time 
to conserve the supply of nuts, the basket 
was taken into the house and placed in the 
attic. The squirrel promptly climbed up the 
side of the house to the attic window and 
tried to get in there. Now, how did he know 
that those nuts were in the attic?”’

“A reference to snakes in a recent league 
program reminds me of an experience my 
husband once had,’’ says a league member. 
‘‘He was fifteen years in the United States 
army and the marines and spent quite a few 
years in the Canal Zone. Once when the 
company Was out on target practice, sleeping 
in pup tents, my husband on waking early 
one morning reached out his arms and 
touched something cold. Instinct told him 
what it was. It didn't take hfm long to get 


_ his “‘forty-five’’ and shoot, bring every man 


in the surrounding tents to his feet in an 
instant. He had shot a boa constrictor which 
measured sixteen feet in length.” 

I mentioned this story to a scientist who 
has spent years collecting in the far places of 
the tropics. He told me of how one time 
his bill of fare consisted of fried chicken 
three times a day, until he hated the sight of 
a chicken. Then he had the good luck to get 
a seven-foot boa constrictor and that night 
they feasted. His eyes sparkled reminiscent- 
ly as he said this. Then he went on to say 
that in certain parts of South America it was 
difficult to secure very large specimens of 
the boa constrictor and some other serpents, 
because they were hunted by the natives as a 
gastronomic delicacy.

A NATURALIST’S QUESTION BOX. 


“A year ago last spring we saw in our gar- 
den.a robin with a white ring around its 
neck,’ says~ Mrs. W: C. Fay.» ‘The bird

seemed to be alane and soon left. This last 
spring it returned, but did not long. 
The plumage seemed to be. somewhat lighter 
than that of the average robin. Can you tell 
us anything about it?”’ | 

The white marking in the form of a ring 
is unusual and interesting. This, together 
with the lighter plumage, would indicate that 
this is another case of partial albinoism. 

A. L. Southworth has this to say: ‘‘In ad- 
vice for feeding birds I have seen suet very 


often recommended. 1 can not understand 
why it should be good for them, when fat 
will kill a chicken if given in large quanti- 
ties. It coats the grit in the gizzard. so 
that the bird can not digest its food.’’ 
Birds feeding on suet are those 
that live largely on insect eggs and grubs. 
The suet in a measure takes the place of 
armimal food as represented by the larvae of 
insects. As a rule these birds eat only a 
small quantity at a time. 
ly an item in their menu. 
Negmi Clegg asks if there are any poison- 
ous spiders in the United States. 7 
From the Smithsonian Institution comes 
this reply: ‘‘We have no accurate or detailed 
information regarding the poisonous quali- 
ties of spiders. All spiders have poison: 
glands, but the poison of the larger spiders 
is almost or quite without effect on us. They 
depend on their strength and agility to over- 
come their prey. The most poisonous of the 
spiders are small, delicate and weak ones. 
Some of thesé in the tropics are said to be 
dangerous. Only one of'our spiders is known 
to have a serious bite. This is not very com- 
mon and scarcely reaches New England.”’

INVENTS A HOUSE 
ANYONE CAN BUILD | 


In an endeavor to solve the housing prob- 
lem for the man of moderate means M. Mar- 
cou, an attorney of Versailles, France, has 
hit upon the idea of an ingenious new type 
of *‘knockdown” house which, he says, can be 
erected for a few hundred dollars, and which 
any Man of average intelligence can _ build 
without expert knowledge. An eighteen 
months’ test in all kinds of weather condi- 
tions, it is reported, proved the house to.be 
waterproof and very easily heated. 

After the size of the house has been de- 
cided upon, says Popular Science Monthly for 
February, the ground if leveled and a foun- 
dation wall of brick, cement or stone is laid 
to a height of 18 inches. The top of this wall 
is covered with a strip of tar paper., Upon 
this are plaeed key .planks that hold the 
wooden superstructure firmly together, These 
planks have drilled holes, three feet apart, 
to receive the uprights, consisting of three- 
quarter-inch iron pipes threaded at both ends. 
The lower end of each pipe is keyed to the 
plank by a countersunk screw nut. 

On the upright pipes wooden blocks, drilled 
to fit tightly on the pipes, are threaded in pairs 
interlocked by halving joints. At each lateral! 
end the blocks are provided with two grooves, 
into which the wooden panels that form the 
walls of the house are slid. These panels, 
uniformly cut to the size of 30 by 8 inches, 
form two walls, separated by an air space. 

The corner building bl6cks are placed at 
right angles, and special blocks forming a T 
are provided for joining inside partitions 
with the outer wall. The door and window 
frames are provided. with parallel grooves 
corresponding to those of the binding bloeks. 
After they are placed in position tongue 
strips of wood are slipped in the correspond- 
ing ‘grooves of frame and blocks, locking the 
frames securely. in the wall. The ceilings are 
wooden panels slipped into the grooves of 
transversal strips of timber | yed to the top 


of the walls. After the completion of the 
outer and inner walls and ceiling nuts are 
serewed down tighté/on the upper ends of the 
pipes, giving rigidity to the whole structure, 

The slanting roof consists of boards placed 
side by side on a framework keyed to the 
walls and covered with corrugated roofing 
board. To make the walls weathertight the 
outside panels are covered with tar paper.

analytical scrutiny by two business 
men, economists and trade experts constitut- 
ing a committee of the national @istribution 
conference, which is to “meet in Washington 
December 15, under the auspices of the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United States. 

The committee has not attempted to iso- 
late this particular germ, but it has studied 
its effects and it condmens it as one of the 
causes of the higher costs of duing business. 

“It is impossible,”’ it says, ‘in a seport of 
this kind to define what is or is not am ‘un- 
reasonably small order,’ since it differs 
Somewhat under different circumstances and 
considerably in different kinds of mercnan- 
dise, but the effect of the practice is recog- 
nized very easily and should be abandoned” 
in the interest of general economies. 

“‘Unreasonably small orders place a bur- 
den of expense upon the wholesaler and upon 
the manufacturer who are justified in any 
legitimate attempt to discourage the practice. 
It must be remembered that even as econ- 
Oomies in wholesaling and manufacture are 
Passed on usually to.the retailer in the form 
of lower prices, so in the same measure in- 
creased expenses are passed on in the form 
of higher prices. Except under unusual con- 
ditions, retailers can not benefit by increasing 
the expenses of manufacturers and whole- 
salers.”’

CONCRETE HEAVENS 
TEACH ASTRONOMY | 


You enter a large dome shaped concrete 
building. It is dark. Suddenly thousands of 
glittering stars appear in what seems to be 
the infinite sky. More marvelous. suns and 
planets begin their majestic march across the 
heavens. In a few moments intricate celestial 
motions are revealed so simply that you, who 
perhaps never have opened an astronoiny 
book, can understand mysteries of the uni- 
verse that puzzled scientists for centuries. 

Such a graphic picture lesson in astronomy 
has been made possible, says the February 
Popular Science Monthly, by a remarkable in- 
vention called the ‘‘planetarium,’”’ which re- 
cently has attracted wide attention in Ger- 
many and which soon may be available to the 
American public in a number of our large 
cities, including Philadelphia, New York and 
‘Rochester, N. Y. The intricate movements 
of the stars, the sun, moon and planets are 
said to be duplicated with amazing accuracy. 

The ingenious idea of this planetarium, 
worked out by the Carl Zeiss optical works 
at Jena, is une never tried before. <A huge 
«hemispherical dome is used as a projection 
gereen upon which a system of optical projec- 
tion lanterns located in the center of. the 
dome throws images of the stars and planets. 
Four thousand five hundred_fixed stars of the 

ret to sixth magnitude, as many as are visi- 
le to the eye out of doors, are shown on the 
dome. A number of special lantern attach- 
ments illuminated by a 200-candlepower 
‘lamp throw nebulous images on the dome,

Way. 

The planets, which wander in elliptical 
orbits around the sun, each at a different 
speed, are projected by a portion of the ma- 
chine that looks like a big glass cylinder, 
which contains a series of rotating disks, each 
revolving in a motion corresponding to that 
of the body it represents, 

Two kinds of motion arc provided fer. One 
shows the motion of the heavens in’ day, 
und the other the yearly motion. The instru- 
inent can be set to show the aspect of the 
heavens at any date. ’

In the meantime Mrs. Brittendall, held in 
the county jail, was having her first ex- 
perience in ‘years with skirts and the other 
distinctive features of women’s dress. And 
she didn’t enjoy it a bit. 

“Tam used to working out of doors, wield- 
ing heavy tools,’’ she complained. ‘To have 
to putter around with a dust cloth and mop 
is almost worse than being in jail. 

“T hate skirts. They wind around my legs 
so I can’t walk. Here I have to wear the 
dress prescribed for women prisoners, but 
I can't make a Hving as a woman on the 
outside. My whole life is against me. I’ve 
always done a man’s work. I don't see how 
I can change now.’’ 

When her case came up for final settle- 
ment the judge announced that on the favor- 
able report of the probation officer he would 
rule as he had in the first place—that the 
prisoner should be released on probation,

“I learned that from my 
six years as a man. 

“To know my _  ppsition 
and understand my attitude 
toward life, you must know 
something of my early life 
and something of my mar- 
ried life. 


“When I was a mere slip 
of a girl—13 years of age, 
to be éxact—I found my lot 
cast on @ barren, tree-cov- 
ered Arkansas farm. My 
father had died, mother had 
remarried and all the money 
that had been left her had 
been invested in this deso- 
late hillside farm. 


“My mother was. not 
strong enough to do a man’s 
work, and our _ poverty- 
stricken condition made it 
necessary for me to shoul- 
der a man’s burden to help 
my stepfather. There were 
trees to be sawed down and 
stumps to be blasted before 
we could hope to reap any 
harvest from the land. 

“There on that Arkansas 
farm, with a hovel for a 
home, I first learned to do 
a man’s work. I 
sawed trees and 


plowed, 

pulled 

stumps until I was as strong as any Man my 
age. 

“When I was 17 Ernest srittendall sug- 
gested marriage. He was the only man who 
ever had evinced any interest in me. We 
were to live on his ranch in Colorado. As 
I looked at my dingy one-piece calico dress 
or cast-off overalls and heavy brogans and 
thought of the terrible life we had _ been 
leading trying to dig a living from our. bar- 
ren farm.I regarded his proposal as a way 
out of my plight. , : 

“We were married, but when we arrived 
at our destination I found, to my great dis- 
appointment, that my new home was to be 
a dugout, little if any better than the hovel 
I had just left. 

“Then came further disillusionment. My 
husband informed me that I was to run this 
500-acre ranch while he went away for six 
months at a time to work as a carpenter. 

“It was disappointing, but I tried to be 
brave. I pitched in and did everything there 
was to be done and any one who-has run a 
ranch knows that includes a lot of hard tasks. 
When my first baby, Pauline, was born my 
hands were so hardened and calloused and 
stiff that I couldn’t hold a needle to sew for 
her.

if not the world. His birds supply the United 
States navy with highly dependable: messen- 
gers which will continue on the wing for 
more than 500 miles without stopping for 
food or water. 


Hand in hand with the development of 
the air forces has gone the development of 
the homing pigeon messengers until it his 
brought about the organization of a part of 
the air service exclusively devoted to pigeon 
raising. The Anacostia station is the main 
one in the service and from it pigeons, ma- 
terial and men are transferred to all parts 
of the world. The men are trained in scien- 
tific pigeon raising under the direction of 
loving, genial Henry Kubec, a man who loves 
birds and understands them. 

These birds of Unele 
Sam's, duly tutored by Chief 
Kubec, are mighty valuable 
and as such are given every 
attention and care. A hos- 
pital is provided for them 
when They 
have clean, airy, sunny 
quarters for their. club 
rooms. Armed guards 
patrol the grounds at 
night for protection. 

And why not? Here 
are birds that are being 
educated to fly swiftly and 
unerringly under’ almost 
every conceivable condition. 

One of them, ‘‘Aerial Lad,’ 
travels at an average spec 
of 1,234 yards a minute. 

There is ‘‘Aero Queen,’ 
who in a race at Deshler, 

Ohio, did 110 miles at an 

average speed of 45 miles 

an hour. Another swift traveling bird flew 
the National Concourse race of 110 miles on 
April 30, 1923. In this event, the naval 
pigeon winged the entire distance at an aver- 
age speed of 2,240 yards a minute over the 
entire course—more than a mile a minute! 
This. is probably the fastest speed ever made 
by a pigeon for this distance. At another 
pigeon race last year at a distance of 500 
miles the navy birds won first and second 
place by over two minutes and with a very 
strong competition.

Pigeon racing is fostered by Chief Kubec 


to help to develop the birds. There are 
many amateurs who are also racing fans and 
who train birds for these racing events. Hence 
there is always strong competition, which 
makes for interest and brings out the best 
that there is. 

To teach pigeons to fly sounds like teach- 
ing fish to swim, yet it is actually being done 
at the naval station at Anacostia. 

The training is gradual. The distance over 
which the birds are flown is continually in- 
creased until the 500-mile mark is reached. 
when the pigeon is considered as coming up 
to the requirements expected of him in this 
school. 

They are helped in the developing of that 
wonderful instinct of theirs to go home in the 
straightest and most direct line. They are 
taken to a distant point by motorcycle, or 
they are sent by express or carried on land 
or seaplanes. Chief Kubec has developed the 
use of the seaplane to a great degree. He 
takes the birds up to an altitude of nine or 
teu thousand fect and then tosses them out. 
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. carrier pigeon and her eggs in 
the process of hatching.

Kvery care is taken to see that they do not 
come too near the swiftly moving propeller. 
‘They are tossed out far enough away and 
in the opposite direction to that in which 
the plane is going so that no injury will be- 
fall them. 

Not all ghe birds act in the same way when 
they are given this lesson. Some will fly 
straight up, while others will go under the 
wings of the plane. Whena pigeon is tossed 
from a great height, it more frequently drops 
at once. Sometimes it will dive straight down 
lixe a plummet until it reaches its favorite 
flying level of 500 feet. Then it circles around 
four or five minutes finding in some strange 
agli unexplainable way the direction of home 
and sets off in a beeline. 

These birds are imtelligent enough to get 
home‘by the easiest as well as the most di- 
rect way. If a strong headwind is blowing the 
pigeon will endeavor to ride above the wind or 
low down near the earth. When there is no 
escaping the wind, it will buck the air current 
with strength and endurance amazing. 

The schoo] period for these birds lasts a 
little over two years. By the third year they 
are either graduates or “flunked out” The 
first year they are known as ‘‘youngsters,”’ 
ihe second as “‘yearlings,’’ and the third one

The young- 
sters are never flown more 
than 200 miles, for their 
strength is not great enough 
for longer distances. 

The birds are put through 
a carefully prepared course 
of instruction. First the 
distance to be covered is 2 
miles. Next the pigeon is 
taken 4 miles away from 
home and released. Then it 
is jumped to 25 miles, then 
50, 75 and 100 miles. After 
that the lessons become 
stiffer, 100 miles being 
added each time. 

The more than 300 
pupils of Chief Quarter- 
master Kubec’s school are

But all the time they are doing their best to 
meet the requirements of the curriculum. 

‘‘Here,’’ said Chief Kubec, the other day, 
holding owt a vari-plumaged pigeon, “is a 
bird a lot of folks would like to have. He is 
a Star pupil and a champion. Over there is 
iu pigeon that delivered a message in record 
time recently from the President’s yacht, the 
Mayflower, flying 40 miles an hour for 200 
miles in a stiff headwind.’’ 


In the various lofts the birds are divided 
according to their accomplishments. Some 
of them have flown 600 miles. About 150 
have passed the test of going that long dis- 
tance between daybreak and nightfall. It is 
only during the daylight hours that homing 
pigeons will flY. When night comes on they 
will seek a place to rest and wait until morn- 
ing to resume their flight. 

There is one hen at the Anacostia station 
Which has flown 500 miles six times, a very 
creditable record for a homing pigeon. In 
another large airy loft there are seventeen 
birds that have passed the final examination 
and qualified for the long distance flights. 

These lofts are models of bird apartments. 
They are fitted with running water and elec- 
tric lights and every other convenience for 
the birds’ health and comfort. 

Chief Kubec’s job is not only to care for the 
birds and teach them to fly but also to teach 
other naval men about the mysteries of pig- 
eons, their dispositions, their health, their 
manners, their idiosyncrasies. 


The course of instruction which he has ar- 
ranged for the men is divided between lectures 
and practical work. The men are taught how 
to feed pigeons, how to care for the injured 
and how to train them for long distance flying. 
The various breeds are studied as well as the

During the stirring days of Verdun, when 
scarcely a square inch of terrain was not 
pock-marked by explosives, the homing 
pigeon again and again proved its worth. 
Visual signals were out of the question; radio 
communication was not possible, and the only 
way communication between the line and the 
staff could be maintained was by means of 
these birds. 

At all naval stations when an airplane is 
to go any distance at all the order is to take 
along a pair of pigeons. The message is 
fastened to the bird in a small aluminum 
holder about one inch long. One-half the 
capsule-like compartment is withdrawn to 
permit insertion of a tightly rolled sheet of 
thin paper on which the message is written. 
The holder is fastened to the’ bird by a 
metallic band which folds around its leg. 

These messages are written in triplicate. 
One copy is intrusted to each of two birds. 
The third is retained in a book which pro- 
vides space for recording the time of sending 
and latitude and longitude from which the 
message is sent.

1842. “A brick field without the bricks in 
all central places where a street may natur- 
ally be expected;’’ ‘“‘the city of magnificent 
intentions;”’ ‘“‘spacious avenues that begin in 
néthing and lead nowhere;’’ “‘streets a mile 
long that only need houses, roads and inhabi- 
tants:’’ “public buildings that need but a 
public to be complete; ‘‘a monument to a 
deceased project;’’ these are some of his 
smart, if somewhat exaggerated phrases, 
which recall welt enough the details of the 
city as my child eyes saw it 70 years ago. 

I recall distinctly the feeling of the hot 
dust as I bathed my bare feet in it in the 
middle of the street within two squares of 
the Treasury building; and I have just as 
distinct a mental picture of heavy wagons 
stalled in the mud in that same street. My 
grandfather's: home was there, convenient to 
his business as a clerk in the Treasury De- 
partment. Dickens’ ‘“‘brick field without the 
bricks’’ suggests aptly enough the broad ex- 
panse of red clay soil which was the street, 
though the bricks were there in the wide 
sidewalk, which may have been the occasion 
of the comparison. There was no sewerage 
in that neighborhood in those days, and very 
little grading, if any, had been done; so 
that it was a varied, up and down hill walk 
from our house along F street to the Patent 
oflice; and the two squares to ‘‘the Avenue,’ 
name which still clings to Pennsylvania ave- 
nue between the Capitol and the Treasury, 
were on so steep a slope and were so little 
used for traffic that in the short snow season 
of the Washington winter the roadway would 
be crowded with boys’ sleds, which made the 
passage swift enough to be exciting and a 
bit dangerous. 

That habit of saying “the Avenue’ when 
we meant the thoroughtare between the Cap- 
iiol and the President’s house (‘*White 
lilouse’’ was not familiar to my child ears) 
suggests the fact that the other ‘avenues,’ 
so-called, were comparatively little used for 
residence or business purposes. The beauti- 
ful and convenient plan of the city, with its 
broad avemies intersecting the rectangular 
blocks and connecting the elevated. sites 
which would. be the logical location of prom- 
inent buildings, monuments and parks, was 
entirely out of view in my early days, as iil 
was hidden from Dickens. It was brought 
to light and its development begun in the 
seventies by Alexander R. Shepherd, during 
the brief episode of the ‘‘territorial govern- 
ment” of the District. In my boyhood days 
the residences were mostly on the lettered 
and-numbered streets, and the business—-the 
stores, offices, restaurants and hotels—on the 
“Avenue”’ between the Treasury and the Cap- 
itol, and a few blocks of Seventh street. 
These two streets were roughly paved with 
cobble stones, while everything else was left 
to dust. in summer and mud in winter. At 
Second street northwest a tributary to the 
Potomac, known as ‘Tiber creek, flowed 
The roadway of the Ave- 
nue was carried across on.brick arches; but 
the stream was open to the sky directly north 
where Second street is now and south in the 
Botanical gardens. [ have waded in that 


times had their homes there on account of 
the lower cost of living. It was a consider- 
able journey, a mile or more west from the 
Treasury to Rock creek, across the bridge 
and up the hill, the only public conveyance 
an infrequent omnibus. The two things in 
the Georgetown of those days that have left 
a strong Nnpression on my memory are the 
beautiful Oak Hill cemetery and the convent, 
at whose dark walls and mysterious doorway 
I used to look with the awe which everything 
connected with the Roman Catholic Church 
aroused in my Puritan trained mind.

FEW scattered houses on Capito! Hil! 

were all that corresponded to the original 
thought of the city planners, who clearly ex- 
pected the town to grow in that direction, 
for they faced the Capitol that way, laid out 
a beautiful East Capitol street, the possible 
West Capitol street being lost in the pro- 
posed park, and honored North and South 
alike by making Maryland and Pennsylvania 
avenues the two great thoroughfares, pre- 
sumably to be the chief business stresis, 
while the names Massachusetts and Virginia 
were given to what might be expected to 
become the chief avenues of residence. 
Population, as is often the case, refused te 
follow the lines laid down by the city plan- 
ners, and the comparatively few people who 
chose to live east of the Capito! forsook the 
elevated plain which is really the most beau- 
tiful building site of the region, and gath- 
ered around the walls of the navy yard and 
the marine barracks, down near the Ana- 
costia, or as we generally cajled it the East- 
ern branch. 

Of the great’ park, which in the origina! 
plan of the city extended from the Capitol to 
the President’s house, the only improved por- 
tions were the grounds immediately around 
these two buildings, the Botanic gardens at 
the foot of Capitol Hill, and the Smithsonian 
grounds, which extended from Seventh to 
Twelfth street and from the canal to B street 
south. The Monument lot was a favorite 
playground for the boys on afternoons and 
Saturdays. Enthusiasm for the memory of 
George Washington had let, vears before my 
recollection, to the building of about 150 feei 
of the shaft which now towers up 400 feel 
higher. This unfinished shaft, looking like 
a great broken tooth, stood in an utterly un- 
improved field, a monument to the fickleness 
of popular ideas and ideals. A wooden shed, 
close by, held a very interesting collection oi 
Stones inscribed with various devices, coats 
of arms of contributing States, and symbolic 


‘or descriptive inscriptions from a great va- 


riety of organizations, home and foreign. 
There was great excitement at one time over 
the ‘“‘Pope’s stone,’’ a bit of Italian marble 
With appropriate inscriptions, presented to 
the monument by the Pope of Rome. It was 
received in this country during the period of 
antiforeign excitement which caused the brief 
existence of the “Know Nothing’ political 
party, and its arrival was the occasion of 
riotous demonstrations in various places. 
These stones had a never failing interest for 


the flat ruler which lay in a prominent place , 


on his desk, and which meted out a harsh 
discipline on the palms of the bad _ boys’ 
hands, or in more serious cases on the better 
cushioned parts of their anatomy. Yet we 
all admired and liked Mr. Wight, and would 
have gladly fought any boy who might sug- 
gest that Richards was in any respect a bet- 
ter school teacher. It was a kindly humor 
only which led one of the older boys to select 
for his declamation a bit of verge from Mc- 
Guffey’s Fiith Reader, beginning with the 
lines: : 
‘‘In Broad street building on a winter night, 
Snug by his parlor fire a gouty wight 
Sat all alone.”’ 
Given with a sly gesture toward the principal, 
who was much too sensible and good-natured 
to be peeved by such a matter, this had a 
startling effect of humorous audacity on tie 
listening school audience. 
1“ xt “ ry 
a. Fifth Reader!; What a wealth 
of association the name arouses! To 
modern scientific pedagogic teachers of Eng- 
lish that would seem a very inadequate course 
Which consisted simply in the reading aloud 
of selections from this volume. Yet it ac- 
complished for some of us what the elabor- 
ated systems of modern pedagogy fail to ac- 
complish for the majority; it really aroused 
and developed a taste for the good in litera- 
ture. Shakespeare, Scott, Dickens, Words- 
worth, Byron, Southey, Irving, Longfellow 
and many others of the goodiy company came 
into our lives and stayed there through the 
ininistry of that book. McGuffey, fifty years 
before Moulton, printed choice passages from 
the English Bible among his selections from 
literature. and printed the poetic selections in 
metrical lines and stanzas. To that forgotten 
school book, more than to all other influences 
except those of home do I owe the inestimable 
cift of a real love of literature, the countless 
hours of happy association with the great 
spirits of the world’s best thought. Good 
reason why the plain little book should have 
an honored place on my shelves, and be often 
taken down that I may if possible feel again 
the old glamour of the time when Shakes- 
peare first spoke to me. : 

There was little instruction in science in 
any schools of that day; and I think Mr. 
Wight was as progressive in that respect as 
other teachers of the time. I can not be sure 
as to the frequency, but I think it was weekly, 
that we had simple experiments in chemistry 
and physics, with explanation of the prin- 
ciples involved. What I recall most distinct- 
is the circle, hand in hand, which waited 
the thrill of the shock from the Leyden 

and especially the remonstrant bark of 
a pet dog whom we once included in the 
circle. 

‘A taste for such experiments led to the 
forming of the first club I ever joined. It 
took the name of Franklin, and met under 
the leadership of Billy Todd, whose persot- 
ality has completely vanished from my hori- 
zon, in his beautiful home at the corner of 
(‘ and Third streets. The house now shelters 


social activity of Old Trinity church, on the 
opposite corner. Things went along swim- 
mingly with our scientific studies here, until 
a particularly loud and bad smelling explo- 
sion led to the forcible suppression of the 
club by anxious parents. The club passion, 
however, once aroused, could not be whollv 
stamped out, and we compromised with the 
authorities by organizing the ‘“‘Putnam club,” 
where oratory and debating took the place 
of the more dangerous fireworks of the 
Franklin. 

The big boys, four or five vears older than 
I, are the schoolmates who come back to mind 
most distinctly. My actual playmates have 
mostly gone glimmering. Some of ‘those 
leaders in school life*made names in history 
and some have been forgotten; but the dit- 
ference does not follow exactly the line wf 
my childish admirations. Whet has become 
of Warren Choate, whose oratory seemed to 
me to point to a future that should rival the 
fame of his famous namesake, Rufus? And 
shall I ever feele«a thrili of admiration like 
that which came over me as I heard Jimmie 
Sherman say to Mr. Wight, at our picnic nea» 
the Little Falls of the Potomac: ‘‘How often 
do the poets treat of babbling brooks like 
this by which we are sitting?’ I listened to 
it as a mortal overhearing the converse of 
the gods. And vet, and yet, I have never 
read the name of Jimmie Sherman among 
America’s nature poets. Ulric Dahlgren was 
one o{ those big boys, gallant leader among 
us, as he was afterward to be amongz, the 
real fighters, giving Ns voung life freely for 
liberty and Union; and John McCook, as 
brave as any of the afterward famous family 
of “fighting McCooks.”’ |

greatly enjoyed the two public libraries, 
which were open to me. The Library of 
Congress was then in the beautiful room at 
the west front of the Capitol, from which 
was one of the most charming views of the 
city. Here we spent many happy hours, por- 
ing over the volumes of ‘‘Audubon’s Birds,’ 
which with other books the librarians of 
those days freely put at our service. A place 
of more intimate charm, then, was the room 
at the west end of the ‘‘Smithsonian,’’ where 
was a smaller library, since consolidated with 
the Library of Congress. The special feature 
of this, from our point of view, was the 
juvenile department, where I browsed about 
in Abbott’s young people’s histories and biog- 
raphies. I suppose these books gave us 
rather too favorable interpretations of Mary, 
Queen of Scots, and the Bonaparte family, but 
that was easily corrected in later years. The 
great service they did was that of making 
historical periods and characters real to the 
voung imagination. I know of no books since 
which render that service quite so well. 

In the religious life of the time, as it 
touched boy life, the most outstanding thing 
in my memory is the great Sunday school 
rally which came every spring. Washington 
had its ‘‘St. Children’s day,’’ as Mr. Beecher 


visitors returning from New York and Phil- 
adelIphia, and through letters and newspaper 
items. Its outward expression there took 
the form of daily afternoon prayer meetings, 
held week by week, in the churches of the 
various Protestant denominations, members 
of all the different churches coming to- 
cether, now in one and now in another of 
the church buildings. There was no preacnh- 
ing in ‘these meetings. The order was pray- 
er, singing (in which I remember that the 
leader or precentor would often line out the 
less familiar words, two lines at a time), 
reading the Scriptures, reading requests for 
intercessory prayer, this being the most 
peculiar and strongly emphasized feature of 
these meetings all over the country, ocCca- 
sionally a very short word of experience or 
exhortation, and then prayer—and evermore 
prayer. On Sundays the people returned to 
their several home churches, and there all 
the preaching of the fevival was done by the 
pastors. /{ 

At times the feeling ran so high as to call 
for all-day meetings, where the services con- 
tinued literally all day long, from early 
morning till evening. the various pastors suc- 
ceeding each other in’ the very simple leader- 
ship, and people passing freely in and out, 
with no break in the continuity of the effect. 

! recall vividly the impression made by 
the unaccustomed sight of the interiors of 
the churches of denominations different from 
my own, and the strong sense of essential 
unity caused thereby; to which childish ex- 
perience I think I owe the entire ease with 
which I have always been ple to join in 
worship with Christians of any and every 
sort. from Roman Catholics to Salvation 
Army. I remember with especial clearness 
our all joining with the Methodists in a 
‘“‘Love Feast’’ service, and the queer blend 
of amusement and reverence. with which I! 
saw my playmates of Baptist persuasion put 
under the water. .We had a boys’ prayer 
meeting at one time, in imitation of our 
elders: but this does not remain so clearly in 
my memory as does the general meeting. It 
is cause for profound gratitude that one’s 
first strong religious impressions were in 
connection with such a sane, sober, deeply 
spiritual movement as was this revival. 

My grandfather’s house was a two-story 
brick building with a line of back-buildings 
and a yard, on the corner of F and Thirteenth 
streets northwest, where now is a large busi- 
ness block. J remember the yard as paved 
with brick often slippery with green mould, 
and the back-buildings as devoted mostly to 
kitchen and servants’ qtarters. The main 
part of the house had at one time been a 
branch of the United States Bank, famous 
in the politics of the Jackson era; and in 
the cellar wag a stone vault which had a 
powerful effect on the small boy’s imagina- 
tion. I always expected to find ancient gold 
pieces in its dim recesses, and the fact that 
I never found any did not dull the expec- 
tation.

Hii handsomer homes, generally of brick, 

but sometimes of brownstone or stucco;

Thomas H. Benton, Baliey, the editor of the 
National Era, the antislavery journal, which 
first published “Uncle Tom’s Cabin;” Zant- 
zingers, Halls, LeContes, Todds, Dr. Lindsley 
and others. Another and larger neighbor- 
hood, where lived the great body of the govy- 
ernment clerks, was that lying north of the 
Avenue and between Seventh and Fifteenth 
streets, where were the buildings of the prin- 
cipal departments; the Interior, then housed 
in the patent office; the General Postoffice 
and the Treasury. What was then spoken of 
as ‘“‘the West End,’’ lying west of the Presi- 
dent’s house and south of Pennsylvania ave- 
nue, constituted the third of these residence 
quarters. A few of the more stately homes 
were grouped about Lafayette square, where 
there was nothing to suggest Lafayette, but 
where even then Andrew Jackson on _ his 
yearing steed was perpetually saluting the 
president’s house. Conspicuous among 
. these was the Corcoran mansion with its 
“whale block of brick-walled garden and its 
wing, where the Washington lovers of art 
were permitted to see ‘‘Powers’ Greck Slave,”’ 
“The Veiled Nun” and the collection of paint- 
ings, the nucleus of the Corcoran gallery.

ANOTHER favorite play ground was ‘‘the

His first attempts to write poetry were 
without avail until he endeavored to supply 
an explanation to his pictures by the medus 
of free verse.

Although the expressions conveyed by the 
paintings border on the spiritual, De Kubinyi 
emphatically makes it clear that by symboliz- 
ing human emotions he does not propose to 
give a substitute for religion. However, a 
progressive Washington clergyman predicts 
the work will “bring people back to the 
chureh to which they belong and from which 
they have drifted.’’ The theologian also ad- 
vanced the opinion that “profound nonbe- 
lievers in things spiritual will be moved to 
serious thought of the holy writ teachings 
through the vivid symbolic manifestations.” 

Apropos of the uncanny effect produced by 
some of these expressions of creative art, the 
bureau of modern art points out it must be 
remembered that the pictures are painted by 
a man who previously has known nothing of 
the technique of painting or drawing. Yet 
he has painted, the bureau emphasizes, the 
series of wonderful designs in ‘radiant and 
glorious colors, with a_ well-nigh perfect 
technique and this fact in itself is enough to 
create a feeling of awe in the human achieve- 
ment in even the most casual spectator. 


Art authorities may attribute De Kubinyi's. 


presentation to the world to’genius. Whether 
or not this theory is sufficient to convince the 
average seeker of information on the subject, 
the account of the visitation coming to this 
painter of unique art holds a consuming in- 
terest. 

Seeking relief from a mood of depressien 
he began to express in a casual way his 
thoughts with a pencil and paper in the form 
of abstract lines. The only thing that lifted 
the darkness of his mood was a desire to ex- 
press his idea of the infinite which was, to 
him, light and goodness, according to the ar- 
tist himself. 

Later an urge within impelled him to enter

Among the 54 life phases already inter- 
preted by De Kubinyi, some really. astonish- 
ing, in addition to the one called “God,”’ are: 
**Death,”’ “*Hope,”’ “i107,"" “Confusion,”’ 
“Faith,’’ ‘“‘Hate,’ ‘Jealousy,’ ‘‘Devotion,” 
**Prayer,’’ ‘“‘Truth,’’ “‘Love,’’ “Gossip,’’ ‘‘Jazz,”’ 
“Greed,’’ “‘Hatred’’ and “The Soul.”’ 

Those who have given much thought to 
the conditions surrounding the great visita- 
tion which is alleged to have come to De 
Kubinyi are of the belief that the desire to 
be of service to humanity must have been 
prevalent in his mind. At any rate, if such 
«a desire existed at the time, through his 
newly developed talent his wish is coming 
to fruition. 

Personally, the artist finds his gratifica- 
tion in the opportunity to tell the public 
through paintings and lectures the great 
truths that he hag translated in so realistic a 
manner. He has been widely solicited by 
art patrons in regard to conducting private 
exhibits of his collection. Prominent schoo!s 
have invited him to give illustrated lectures, 
while there is a demand from scientists for 
concrete expression of ideas of like nature 
that are expressed so originally in exquisite 
color and pure design, which, while being 
symbolic, are not according to the ordinary 
acceptation of that term.

MAcAsiNes have sought the color illus- 
trations to use individually as a fron- 
tispiece.

So universal is the appeal in De Kubinyi’s 
symbol pictures that no special training is 
required to appreciate and understand.

The subcom- 
mittee Which has made a study of the ques- 
tion has suggested the use of the rainbow 
as a pattern. : 
“The importance of this recommendation.” 
it Says, “in graphical statistical work will 
increase year by year with its more general 
adoption. It should not be long before any- 
one seeing a chart or map in color in con- 
nection with market analysis would auto- 
matically adjust himself to a correct reading. 
The high spots would be red and the worst 
territory violet-blue, or purple, while be- 
tween these two would come the other steps 
always in the same order——green always -be- 
low yellow and blue below green. In this 
way colored maps and diagrams would soon 
take on a new dimension, agiding greatly to 
their legibility.”’ $
